BUT 687,000 WILL BE TAKEN TO SERVE 


Washington, July 20.—The great lottery to fix the order for mil- 
itary service of each of the ten million men of the United States reg* 
ist^red for the war began at 9:49 o 'clock this morning. By some tim« 
tonight every man will know whether he is among the first 1,370,00() 
to be called before local exemption boards. 


From the 1,370,000 the-boards 
are to select 637,000 for America's 
first draft army of 500,000 and to 
fill up vacancies in the national 
guard and the regular army. 


In a committee room of the senate 
office building with representatives of 
the press present war department of- 
ficials and members of the senate and 
hhouse military committee began the 
drawing of 10,500 slips bearing n u m - 
bers 
corresponding 
with 
the 
serial 
numbers of each registrant in the larg- 
est district in the country. 
vSecreary 
Baker was the first man to withdraw 
a capsule-enclosed slip from a gi-eat 
glass bowl. 
Blindfolded he drew num- 
ber 258. 


In every district in which as many 
as 258 men are registered, number 258 
heads the list of those to be called. 
Chairman Chamberlain, of the senate 
military committee drew the second 
number. 
The senator, blindfolded and 
plainly nervous, was unable to locate 
the wide-mouthed glass bowl unaided 
and after he had groped for a few sec- 
onds an atendant guided his hand to 
the capsules.

Acreage Will Average About 
Fifteen Bushels It is 
Predicted. 


HARVESTING WILL 
START NEXT WEEK 


Farmers Are Compelled to 
, Use Hoes to Cultivate 
Corn Fields. 


Allen county's wheat crop will not 
average 
over 
fifteen bushels to 
the 
acre this 
year. 
This 
assertion 
was 
made by 
one of 
Adams 
township's 
most influential farmers Friday morn- 
ingr. 
He states that In some districts 
in the county the acreage will even be 
less, while in a few places the yield per 
acre will be somewhat larger. 


According to his explanation 
rust 
has played havoc with the crop. 
He 
stated that recently he went into his 
own fields and found that the rust was 
so thick that it had eaten through the 
leaves of the stalk. 
He stated that the 
heavy ru^t was caused by the extreme- 
ly wet weather of the past*month. 


The result of the rust on the wheat 
crop is that all wheat which had not 
lost its milk by the time the rust took

Statt Body in Demand for 
Fuel and Stands Be- 
hind Governor. 


Indianapolis, 
July 13. — Demanding 
reasonable coal prices for the people of 
the state, 160 members of county coun- 
cils of defense, meeting in state confer- 
ence in the house of 
representatives 
chamber yesterday 
afternoon, 
declared 
in a resolution, adopted that they will 
stand squarely behind Governor Goodrich 
in his fight against "outhigeous" prices, 
and insisted that he use.all of the author- 
ity a t his command t o "bring the coal 
operators and dealers t o terms." 


Grovemor Goodrich, 
speaking a t the 
opening of the conference, praised Presi- 
dent Wilson's appeal to the business in- 
terests to be patriotic enough not t o de- 
mand selfish and unreasonable 
profits, 
and, after describing how thousands of 
Indiana young men are offering their 
lives and others their time and money, he 
asked: 


"Shall it be said that in Indiana while 
hundreds and thousand 
are ready to 
make big personal sacrifices and even 
give up their lives on the battlefields that 
there are others back home who are will- 
ing and even unpatriotic enough to take 
advantage of the stiation to achieve ex- 
cessive profits?" 


Duty for Every Citizen. 


The governor w a s applauded when he 
said that all must make some sacrifice 
and all must do their part to make an 
early victory certain. 
The governor had 
left the meeting when later the coal 
operators and dealers became a target of 
several of the speakers. 


The conference w a s nearing a close 
w h e n Father Charles Dhe, a Catholic 
priest of Fowler, w h o is a m e m b e r of 
the Benton county council of defense, 
proposed that t h e conference g o on 
record in respect to t h e coal situation. 


"Let us tell our governor the council 
of defense in every county In Indiana 
is back of h i m in his flght against ex- 
orbitant coal prices and that w e shall 
insist that he g o t h e very limit to bring 
these coal m e n to terms!" h e shouted. 
"We don't w a n t to freeze next winter. 
The fuel question is vitally important." 


Several m e n f r o m different parts of 
the state jumped to their feet to add 
their approval. 
F o r m e r Judge A. L. 
Miller, of Terre Haute, a m e m b e r of 
the Vigo council of defense, told about 
the prices demanded for coal a't Terre 
Haute, though that city is in the heart 
of the coal 
fields. H e said that in pur- 
chasing a large quantity of coal for 
use in heating a large building in Terre 
Haute last winter he had paid $2.10 
a ton,while the s a m e operator w a s n o w 
demanding $3.75. 
It w a s on a motion 
of Mr. Miller that t h e resolution on t h e 
coal subject was adopted. 
W. A. H a m - 
mond, of Miami county, seconded Mr. 
Miller's motion. 


United Action Sought. 


The conference, w h i c h w a s attended 
by m a n y editors, had been called for 
a better understanding of the united 
action needed to place Indiana on a 
war basis. 
Will H. Hays, chairman of 
the State Council of Defense, told of 
the 
importance 
of co-ordinating all 
of the forces of the state that can be 
utilized in advancing the interests of 
the government. 


One of the features of the confer- 
ence w a s the presence of George F. 
Porter, a representative of the N a - 
tional Council of Defense, w h o spoke 
at length on the accomplishments of 
the national council, of the possibili- 
ties of the state councils and of the 
importance 
of 
active 
co-operation 
from every county council. 


Accomplishments Praised. 


Governor Goodrich expressed 
pride 
in the work Indiana already h a s ac- 
complished, but he said that there is 
m u c h more to do and that it behooves 
every man, w o m a n and child to do 
his or her full part.

He is the uncrowned "king of the 
air," who has brought down forty-flve 
German 
airplanes. 


As one aviator is worth 1,000 ordi- 
nary troops, Guynemer has strategi- 
cally wiped out 45,000 Germans. No 
one soldier ever 
before 
approached 
this pale F r e n c h m a n ' s military value. 


Captain Amaury 
de L a 
Grange, 
head of the French aviation commis- 
sion now in the United States, today 
told me all about Guynemer, and ex- 
plained the tactics that have won him 


undisputed supremacy as a fighter in 
the air. 
Said de L a Grange: 


"George 
Guynemer, now 
only 22 
years old, began training in February, 
1915, on the eve of his examinations 
for t h e polytechnical 
school. 


"He was tall, slim, delicate, so ono 
feared h e might have lung 
trouble. 
He had never gone in for sports, and 
was almost the last man to be picked 
as promising material for a pilot. 


"He finished training in three and 
a half months, not remarkable when 
compared with Lieutenant Tetu'a six 
weeks. 
Less than a month a f t e r his 
arrival a t the front, armed only with 
an a r m y rifle, h e brought down his 
first 
enemy. 


"His plan of campaign against a n 
enemy machine is simple. 


"Now remarkably skillful, 
Guyne- 
mer always tries to place himself in 
a following position so he will not be 
seen. 
With wonderful courage he ap- ' 


proaches a s near a s possible without 
firing, 
keeping below and behind his 
adversary. 


"When h e comes almost up to him 
(90 to 150 feet) h e m a k e s his plane 
rear u p like a spirited charger 
and 
opens 
fire. 


"He is an excellent shot and usually 
disables his opponent in t h e first 
round, but in case he does not he tries 
to break the fight by some acrobatic 
maneuver ( a half loop, spins, or sev- 
eral sharp 
turns). 


"Guynemer is almost alone in t h e 
use of these tactics, a s most ot the 
other 
"Aces" 
(pilots 
w h o have 
brought down five machines) 
prefer 
to open 
fire 
a t 
greater 
distances. 
Guynemer's tactics 
were also e m - 
ployed by Pegoud, the greatest 
flyer 
at the beginning of the war."

EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY. 


! 
"With fine chivalry President Wilson has 
saved the sixteen imprisoned suffragist pickets 
from themselves. 
By exercise of the great 
prerogative of his office he has pardoned them 
from the Virginia workhouse, where 
they 
were doing time and menial labor in default 
of paying fines assessed against them for vio- 
lation of the national capital's traffic or- 
dinances or something of the sort. 


The ladies have accepted executive clem- 
ency—^with something of a superior air, to be 
Bure—but they have taken from the hand of 
the man they had annoyed and sought by 
their annoyances to coerce, the grace of par- 
don. "Whether or not they will return grace 
' uid cease to annoy him and make sillies of 
themselves does not seem to be indicated by 
the spirit in which clemency is received. Nor 
does it so much matter to any but themselves 
and their families and of course inclusively 
the cause they misrepresent and have stead- 
fastly continued to injure during the past 
four or five months. 


,If anything could illustrate and emphasize 
the nonsense and futility of their misdirected 
enterprise it is the difficulty President Wilson 
has encountered since the crisis with Ger- 
m^any became desperate in getting congress 
£0 march to the music of the union. The mili- 
tant. suffragists have taken the position and 
asserted the dictum that if the president were 
to order congress to adopt the Susan B. An- 
thony resolution for a constitutional amend- 
ment conferring complete suffrage on women 
the thing would be said scarcely sooner than 
done. More fatuous nonsense could not well 
be conceived. While it is true that through- 
out his administration President Wilson has 
enjoyed an influence over congress to a de- 
gree that hardly one of his predecessors ever 
Was able to exert, it is not true that he can 
make congress uniformly march in the direc- 
tion he would go. It took weeks to get so vital 
a measure as the conscription bill through. 
fWeeks have been given to a revenue bill that 
Btill is in the handling. The food control mea- 
lure that the president asked congress to pass 
and that he has pressed with great force is 
not yet done into law. Vital as that measure 
iç to the material well-being of the whole coun- 
try here at home, to the strength and effi- 
eiency of America's allies and to the outcome 
oif the war and the future of democracy, the 
president with all his power of persuasiveness 
bas been unable to overcome hostile influences 
and consideration of special interests in con- 
gress. 


: Just what the picketing suffragists fancy 
tiie president might be able to do in forcing 
Universal woman suffrage upon a congress 
Comprised of so many refractory elements and 
moved and controlled by so many special and 
conflicting interests, purposes and self-seeking 
motives is not plain to rational intelligence. 
In normal times the advancement of the suff- 
rage cause in congress would be difficult and 
involved in great uncertainties of outcome. 
But here we have these women insisting that 
in the very midst of the most fateful crisis the 
republic has ever faced, their concerns shall 
be made paramount, shall take precedence, 
Èhall be embraced by the president to the ex- 
clusion, if need be, of the national security 
and have right of way before all else. 


The by far greater body of the suffragists 
of the country know and understand these 
things and have refused to identify themselves 
with the congressional unionists, who have 
eought to adopt the militant plan of campaign 
to forward the cause. 
On the contrary the 
great body of the women enrolled in the suf- 
fragistsf^army have deprecated the white house 
picketing and appealed to the picketers and 
their leaders to abandon that fashion of war- 
fare. 
The country can have little patience 
with tiie militants, though of course it will' 
Bpprove'*alid applaud the graciousness and 
laagnanimity of the president in pardoning 
from penal servitude thé foolish ^omen who 
k m «itosen A nlly niartyrdom ai t prefer 


No doubt a food control board of three 
members will be able to do much for the con- 
servation of foodstuffs and the faii regulation 
of prices. We do not believe the country is 
greatly interested in the difference between 
such a board and a dictatorship with Mr. 
Hoover at the head of it. It is understood, of 
course, that if the provision now in the senate 
bill for a board of three becomes the law Mr. 
Hoover will be one of the trio to administer 
the food concerns of the country. Much will 
depend upon the character and capacity of 
the men chosen to membership of such a body. 


The unhappy and unfortunate squabbles 
that have brought the affairs of the shipping 
board to a crisis and have caused what must 
be costly delays in the development of Amer- 
ican tonnage furnish no very happy augury 
for a food control board. 
There can be no 
assurance that within the first week of the 
board's functioning similar differences of op- 
inion will not arise and a similar deadlock be 
brought about. 
While the shipping board's 
quarrels go on the U-boats continue to dim- 
inish the world's tonnage. 
So, while a food 
board might spend a week or a month in dis- 
puting about authority, precedence, ways and 
means or what not, the speculators would 
make a field day of the time and cram their 
storehouses with grain and vegetables, with 
poultry and eggs, with butter and meat and 
in generar prepare to rape the public so soon 
as the consumer must depend upon storages 
for supplies. 


This, of coui-se, may be an idle and gratuit- 
ous anticipation of trouble—a vain imagining 
of evil. If there is to be a food board it is 
not for a moment to be questioned that Presi- 
dent Wilson will exhaust every reasonable ef- 
fort that can be employed with costly delay 
to get men for those places who Avill do the 
best for the country. It is not inconceivable 
that a board Avhose members will work har- 
moniously, intelligently and with strqng cour- 
age and with patriotic effacement of self can 
be found at once by the president and they 
will go at their job and stick to it without 
friction. If it shall so turn out well and good. 
In any event it ought to be possible to find two 
men who, with Mr. Hoover, can make food 
control an effectual matter and accomplish 
what the president and most of the members 
of congress have designed shall be accomplish- 
ed. Either a board or a director will suit the 
people if either will but get the results aimed 
at. There is no fear in the public mind that 
a director will be a dictator and that the de- 
struction of our democracy will date from his 
advent. Mr. Hoover, who has been chosen for 
director, if congress provide for such an offi- 
cial, is a.i American citizen and perhaps has 
no more desire to wreck the democracy than 
the next man. With him alone or with him 
in association with two other strong and effi- 
cient men animated by patriotic sentiments 
and motives, the country will be fortunate in 
his highly skilled and widely experienced serv- 
ice. 


The question that agitates the bosom of the 
country is not that out of food control may 
come a subversion of democracy, but that out 
of congressional bickerings and delay may 
come a winter of ruthless and piratical profit- 
eering. No one is worrying about Hoover or 
about the difference between a director and 
board.

STAMP OUT THE U-BOAT. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


The general staff of our navy is reported as hav- 
ing submitted to the president a plan for a vigor- 
ous offensive against the U-boat. 
It is not explain- 
ed just what is proposed, but in a 
general 
way 
there would be operations by destroyers, airplanes, 
small 
dirigibles, 
light 
cruisers 
and 
submarine 
chasers. 
The suggestion will appeal to Americans 
as along the right line. 
The way to get rid of the 
U-boat is to squelch it at the source and not to 
play a defensive game. 


Raids have been made recently by air squadrons 
that are reported as having inflicted heavy damages 
on the submarine base at Zeebrugge. It would seem 
as if repeated raids of that kind in co-operation 
with the attacks by light draft fighting ships would 
accomplish tjie desired result. 
The present plan of 
sitting back and letting the Germans build sub- 
marines undisturbed and then trying to prevent 
those boats fro minflicting damage on shipping is 
illogical and wasteful. 


We are in a position to produce a large number of 
aircraft for offensive purposes and should do so. 
We should carry the war into the enemy's country. 
That would cost us some airplanes and some ships, 
but we would win if adequately equipped and prop- 
erly directed. 
The pre-sent watchful waiting policy 
is costing us and all other nations a heavy toll of 
ships each month. 
An ocean liner with its cargo 
may be worth more than all the aircraft we would 
lose in annihilating a submarine base. 


It has been suggested also that air raids should 
be carried on against the bridges over the Rhine. 
Those are the avenues of communication between 
the German army and Germany. 
They are not 
many in number and if destroyed would cripple 
Hindenburg's line of communications. 
That, too, 
is a good suggestion, but both that and the attack 
on the submarine bases depend upon action in get- 
ting more aircraft. 
First 
of 
all, 
therefore,

should use all speed in developing our aerial re- 
sources.

It is as big a thing for South 
Mississippi as it is for Hattiesburg. 
It will give to all this section of the 
state that most needed of all things— 
wide publicity. 


Tliere is a great prejudice against 
Mississippi. 
Not a mean 
prejudice, 
but a mistaken prejudice. 
General 
Wood, traveled and able and fair man 
that he is, was prejudiced against this 
section before he came to see it. 
He 
said so. ile thought the land was low 
and flat and swampy; that the air 
fairly buzzed with the song of the 
pesky mosquito. 
He had no thought 
of locating a camp anywhere near here 
when he came. 
But he saw, ¡and was 
conquered; and like wise men often 
do, he changed his mind, and like a 
brave man, he made the amende hon- 
orable by putting Hattiesburg on the 
map. 


Now, if General Wood could be so 
mistaken, we can readily understand 
how "the common herd" could be mis- 
taken. and how that general mistake 
should grow into a prejudice hurtful to 
this part of the state. 


The boys who will be leaving Ken- 
tucky and Indiana soon, and their par- 
ents, are doubtless imbued with that 
same mistake. 
They think they arc 
coming into a swarm of mosquitoes 
and a ihalaria-ridden district; a low, 
level, swampy country. 
They will be 
agreeably surprised when 
they get 
here. 
When they get out to Camp 
Crawford, and pitch their tents on an 
elevation that will give them a view 
as beautiful as any they have ever 
seen outside the matchless blue grass 
region of old Kentucky, and when they 
meet a breeze, an 
almost constant, 
steady breeze from tho gulf to fan 
their cheeks; and drink the purest, 
clearest water they ever tasted In their 


lives, from 
flowing 
artesian 
wells, 
they will write back home a new and 
almost unbelievable story 
to 
their 
fond and anxious 
parents, and the 
stories they tell will find their way 
into the newspapers, and 
thousands 
.and tens of thousands of people will 
have their eyes opened as to what 
South Mississippi actually is. 


And they will come and see and be 
conquered, just as General Wood was. 
And they will find our people as hos- 
pitable as our climate is inviting. And 
the smell of the pine 
forest mixed 
with that of the magnolia, will be 
sweet to them. 
And they will find as 
many satsuma oranges growing here 
as there are apples in Indiana, and 
every little way they may rest them- 
selves under the enveloping shade of 
a soft-shell pecan tree. 


We have been trying to tell 
the 
world this these many years, but they 
thought we had land to sell or some- 
thing to boost, and they would not 
listen. 
But they know their own sons 
have nothing to sell, and when the 
message comes back home from them, 
all of Kentucky and Indiana and the 
middle west will sit up and take no- 
tice; and the next thing you know 
some of them will be coming down 
here to see for themselves; and when 
they come they 
wiU stay 
and 
live 
among us and help us develop this 
section of great resources; 
because 
we sure have got the goods. 


Think of the publicity thirty thou- 
sand letters a week will give to this 
section. 
Think of 
the amount 
of 
prejudice and 
misinformation their 
plain, unvarnished tales will dispel. 


That's just one of the things this 
cantonment means and one of 
the 
things it will do for all of South Mis- 
sissippi. 
And Hattiesburg is glad that 
its effect and good results will reach 
out so far; 
because, 
even from a 
selfish 
standpoint, whatever 
helps 
South Mississippi helps 
Hattiesburg. 


Come on, boys; lots of Kentuckians 
and not 
a few Indianians 
already 
down here, and a hearty, royal, south- 
ern welcome awaits you.

Let tho Boys Alone. 
In speaking to women who have 
asked him "what can we do for the 
soldiers," General Glenn said, "My 
answer Is—here at 
home—let him 
alone. 
The American soldier 
when 
let alone, Is the most peaceful and 
uncomplaining animal In the world. 
You don't think much of him In time 
of peace, but In time of war you fall 
over yourselves to do something for 
him—^you don't know what It is, but 
it Is pretty certain to be bad for him. 


"I've got 11,000 of them out there 
at the camp—enlisted men and stu- 
dent officers, as well as 3,000 work- 
men. 
Please, please, don't send them 
things to 
eat—they have 
all they 
want. We are doing the very best we 
can for these boys, and we are going 
to give them, and your boys—the boys 
these student officers will command 
—a sporting chance, and that is all 
anybody can ask. 


General Glenn told the women that 
when the troops went abroad 
that 
was a'different matter, and then good 
reading 
matter, newspapers, 
books 
and magazines would be acceptable, 
as well as small comforts the govern- 
ment does not provide. 


Among these little comforts. Gen- 
eral Glenn suggested that the women 
might supply the soldiers, when they 
go abroad, with needles, thread and 
thimble. 
"But I never learned to use 
one of those things myself," added the 
general, referring to thimbles. 


Advice to trust the Y. M, C. A. and 
Red Cross In providing diversion for 
the soldiers also was given by Gen- 
eral Glenn.

Finland's move. The Birzheviya hints at 
armed interference, saying:

According to the present program Hel- 
singfors tomorrow 
will put 
the bill 
passed Thursday into force "by simple 
declaration," meaning without 
Russia's 
sancition. 
Tliis is the first formal denial 
of Russia's suzeraiiian rights. 


Engineered by Socialists. 


The bill, which was engineered by 
the socialists, proclaims that 
Russia 
has lost all authority in Finland ex- 
cept in the domains of diplomacy and 
in the army and navy wherein, how- 
ever, Russia's rights are undefined. All 
other prerogatives of the grand 
duke 
of Finland, which the provisional gov- 
ernment claims passed automatically to 
it, belong to Finland. 
Specifically the 
diet summons the grand duke's right to 
put into execution the law, convoke and 
prorogue the legislature and appoint a 
supreme executive. 


The governor-general is not 
men- 
tioned in the law and as no functions 
are left him he Is practically 
super- 
seded.

Russia would not have the right 
to 
keep troops in Finnish 
territory 
in

land and Russia would be regulated 
as between foreign countries. 


The Finnish social democrats 
ad- 
dressed 
the social democrats 
of 
all 
countries, 
especially 
Russia, 
asking 
them to support the establishment o^ 
Finland's independence on the ground 
that Russian governm.ent, which was 
characterized 
as bourgeois, 
was 
in- 
capable of giving adequate guarantees 
of the inviolability of Finland's free- 
dom. 


The grand duchy of Finland f o r m s 
a separate division of the Russian em- 
pire and until the last few years pre- 
served its old constitution. 
Its auton- 
omy has been in a great measure abol- 
ished by acts of the Russian govern- 
ment. 
A governor-general represents 
the Russian government.

However, 
an 
understanding 
was 
reached and the women have been con- 
tinuing to register and preparing to 
vote in the election of delegates which 
was to have been held, under the law, 
on September 26, next. 
The convention 
was to convene in January, 1918, in 
the state house. 


While no action looking toward an ap- 
peal from the 
decision to the 
United 
States supreme court had been taken this 
afternoon, it was the concensus of opin- 
ion of attorneys 
around the 
.supreme 
court chambers early this afternoon that 
no appeal could be taken. 
It was stated 
that no federari.ssue was involved in the 
suit and that the United States supreme 
court had held in similar cases that it 
had no jurisdiction. 


MR. THIEME'S COMMENT. 


"The supreme court has evidently dili- 
gently searched for some pretext to make 
the law unconstitutional," declared Theo- 
dore F. Thieme Friday afternoon, when 
told of the action of the supreme court 
in declaring the law for a new constitu- 
tion unconstitutional. 
Mr. Thieme was 
one of the first persons in Indiana to take 
up the fight for a new constitution, and 
has led in that »novement for four years.

Reports received early today indi- 
cated that the special train of freight 
cars and cattle cars which carried the 
men from Bisbee had been sidetracked 
at Hermanas, 
twenty miles west of 
Columbus, N. M., a f t e r the local offi- 
cers at the latter place had refused to 
permit the guards who 
accompanied 
the 
train 
to unload 
their 
prisoners 
there. 


A message received by Chief of Po- 
lice J a m e s H. East from Sheriff Harry 
Wheeler, who accompanied the train, 
said the deported men were threaten- 
ing to return to Douglas on the 
first 
passenger train and it was feared that 
they would arrive during the day. 


Chief East issued a call for 200 spe- 
cial policement to report for duty, fully 
armed to handle the expected invasion. 
Reports from other sources said It was 
considered probable that the depoi'ted 
men 
would 
stop a westbound 
train 
and compel the crew to carry 
them 
back to Bisbee.

Hermanas, a junction point on the 
El Paso and 
Southwestern 
railroad, 
consists merely of three houses inhab- 
ited by :Mexicans, the station and a wa- 
ter t a n k .

No other clashes between 
the posse and I. W. W. members were re- 
ported.

Whether they are of the big black 
variety or the small red kind of ants, 
if they invade a dwelling: place, are ah 
annoyance that drive good housewives 
to the verge of distraction. 


Once they get into a house it seems 
practically impossible to get entirely 
rid of them. 
So widespread is this 
problem and so many 
appeals 
have 
been made to health officers and gov- 
ernment departments for Information 
as to the best method of getting rid of 
ants that an official remedy has been 
recommended by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, bureau of En- 
tomology. 


The chief entomologist recommends 
arsenate of soda, 
which, 
while 
ef- 
ficient, must be used with extreme care. 


To one pound of sugar, dissolved in 
a quart of water, add 126 grains of ar- 
senate of soda. 
This mixture should 
be boiled and strained and cooled be- 
fore it Is ready for use. 


Procure a few small 
sponges 
and 
saturate with the syrup and place them 
where the ants can have ready access 
to thom. 
Adding a little honey to the 
syrup will make the mixture more at- 
tractive to the ante. 


When the sponges are filled or cov- 
ered with ants, dip them in boiling wa- 
ter, refill with the syrup and place in 
position again. 


This method of control 
has 
been 
tested for three years by an expert of 
the United States Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy and has given satisfactory results.

F a r m e r s ' bulletin 83? contains di- 
rections for canning by the one-period 
cold-pack method all kinds of fruits 
and vegetables as well as fruit juices, 
soups, meats, camp rations and mush- 
rooms. 


W h e n canning is not 
feasible or 
cans and jars are too expensive, dry- 
ing offers a means of saving 
large 
quantities of surplus products which 
go to waste each year. 
Drying also 
affords a way of conserving portions 
of food too small for canning. 
Dry- 
ing may be done in the sun. over the 
kitchen stove, or before an 
electric 
fan. 
F a r m e r s ' bulletin 841 tells just 
how to do this, using 
one of 
the 
driers now on the m a r k e t or a home- 
made apparatus.

Points on Natural Winter 
Storage of Vegetables 
in the Home. 


Washingtcn, D, C., July 20.—In or- 
der that 
householders may 
utilize 
spare time during this summer to put 
their cellars In shape for the winter 
Btorag© of 
the ^surplus 
vegetables 
which will be grown on the home gar- 
dens that have been planted this year, 
or that they may 
make plans for 
other methods of natural storage, the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture has prepared the following dis- 
cussion on the storing of vegetables: 
Homo Storage of Vegetables. 


To those persons fortunate enough 
to possess land for the growing of 
vegetables sufficient In quantity for 
the needs of the family, storage is an 
economic necessity. 
Likewise it is an 
economic necessity to grow vegetables 
to store. 
A half acre garden should 
produce far more vegetables than the 
average fartiily can consume 
during 
the maturing period of the crops. Only 
a small portion of the garden should 
be planted to those vegetables which 
must be used as soon as they reach 
maturity. 
The remainder should be 
devoted 
to crops 
that are to 
be 
canned, dried, or stored. 
It is com- 
paratively easy to keep 
by storing 
such vegetables 
as potatoes, 
beets, 
carrots, 
parsnips, 
salsify, 
turnips, 
cabbage, celery,' onions, sweet 
pota- 
toes, dry beans and dry lima beans. 
8ome of the crops may be stored in 
the cellar under the dwelling, in pits 
or banks, or in caves or outdoor cellars. 
Others can be kept in any dry place 
such as the pantry or attic. 
Tho Storage Room In the Basement, 


Many houses are heated by a fur- 
nace in the cellar. 
The pipes are as 
a rule carried under the joist, thus 
warming the cellar to some extent. 
For this reason it is best to partition 
off a small room in one corner of the 
cellar to serve as a storage room for 
potatoes, 
beets, 
carrots, 
parsnips, 
salsify and turnips. 
If possible, this 
room should have at least one win- 
dow for the purpose of regulating the 
temperature. 
The floor should not be 
concreted, aa the natural earth makes 
better conditions for the keeping of 
vegetables. 
Bins may be constructed 
for the various products, or they may 
be stored in boxes, baskets or barrels. 
This room will also serve as a stor- 
age place for fresh fruits and canned 
goods. 
The vegetables to be stored 
should be harvested when the ground 
Is dry, allowed to lie on the surface 
long enough for the moisture to dry 
off before placing them in 
storage. 
The tops should be 
removed 
from 
beets, turnips, carrots and salsify be- 
fore placing them in storage. 


Outdoor Pits or Banks. 


Outdoor pits or banks are vei-y gen- 
erally used for keeping potatoes, beets, 
carrots, 
turnips, parsnips, 
cabbage 
end salsify. 
Select a well drained lo- 
cation and make "a shallow 
excava- 
tion, some six or eight inches deep, 
and of suitable size. This is lined with 
etraw, leaves or similar material, and 
the vegetables placed in a conical pile 
on the material. 
The vegetables are 
then covered with straw or similar 
material, and finally with earth to a 
depth of several Inches. 
The deptli 
of the earth covering is determined by 
the severity of the winters in the par- 
ticular locality. 
It is well to cover the 
pits with straw, corn fodder or ma- 
nure 
during severe weather.

pits keep the above vegetables very- 
well, but have the objection that It is 
hard to get the material out in cold 
weather, and where the pit is once 
opened it i.s desirable to remove the 
entire contents. 
For this reason sev- 
eral small pits rather than one large 
one should be constructed so that the 
entire contents may be removed 
at 
one time. 
Instead of 
storing each 
crop'in a pit by itself, it is better to 
place several vegetables 
of 
similar 
keeijing quality and requiremeri'j in 
the same pit, so that it will only be 
necessary to open one pit to get a 
supply of all of them. 
In .storing sev- 
eral crops in the same pit it is a good 
plan to separate them 
with 
straw, 
leaves or other material. 
The vege- 
tables from the 
small pit 
may be 
placed in the basement storage room 
where they can be easily secured as 
needed for the table. 


Cabbage may be stored in a special 
kind of bank or pit. 
The excavation 
is made long and narrow and about 
the same depth as for the other vege- 
tables. 
The cabbages are pulled and 
placed in rows in the pit with 
the 
heads down and roots up. 
The whole 
Is covered with dirt, no straw or litter 
need be used. 
These pits are made 
as long as desired, as it is possible 
to remove 
portions of 
the 
stored 
product without disturbing 
the 
re- 
mainder. 
Cabbage 
need 
not 
be 
covered as deeply as potatoes, as slight 
freezing does not injure ihe cabbage. 
The heads of cabbage are sometimes 
stored in banks or pits in a manner 
similar to potatoes, turnips, etc. This 
method is open to tho same objection 
as when it is used for potatoes; it ia 
hard to get at the material when it 
ia needed. 
Another method of stor- 
ing cabbage consist.s in setting 
thn 
whole plant in trenches side by sid« 
with the roots down and as close to- 
gether as they can be placed. 
Dirt 
is thrown over the , roots and against 
the stalks to 
the depth 
of several 
inches. 
A low fence is built around 
the storage place and rails, scantling, 
or other supports laid across the top. ! 
About two feet of straw or other ma- 
terial is then piled on top of the stor- 
age pit. 


Celery may be stored In a modliled 
type of outside pit, 
or in the row 
where it Is grown. 
When stored in a 
pot or trench the plants are 
taken 
up and set side by side in a shallow 
pit as close together as it is feasible 
to pack them, and wide boards sét 
up along the outside of the pit. 
Dirt 
is banked against these boards, and 
the top covered over with corn fod- 
der or similar material. 
When cel- 
ery is kept in the row where it is 
grown the earth is banked up around 
the plants as the weather gets cold. 
When freezing weather 
occurs the 
dirt should be brought to the tops of 
the plants and th ridge covered with 
coarse manure, straw or fodder, held 
in pi» ce by means of stakes or boards. 


Outdoor Caves or Cellars. 


Outdoor caves or cellars are supe- 
rior to banks or pits 
in many 
re- 
spects. 
They require no more labor 
to store the vegetables than an in- 
door cellar, yet give a uniform and 
low temperatur« dur)^s 
tho entire 
Thejr pwimm pt«ctieftl^ «U Um 


advantages of the bank or pit, yet 
may be entered at any time during 
the winter for the removal of any por- 
tion of tho stored product without en- 
dangering the keeping quality of the 
material that remains. 
These 
stor- 
age cellars are usually made partially 
under ground, although in the south- 
ern portion of the country they are 
usually entirely 
above ground. 
In 
sections where severe freezing occurs 
it is well to have the cellar partially 
jjnder ground. 
In order to avoid steps 
down to the level of the floor, with 
the consequent extra labor In storing 
and removing the vegetables, a side 
hill location is desirable for the cel- 
lar. 
An excavation is made into the 
hill of the approximate size of 
the 
cellar. 
The dirt from this excavation 
may be used for covering the roof and 
for banking against the sides of the 
structure. 
A frame should be erected 
by setting posts in rows in the bottom 
of the pit near the dirt walls, sawing 
these off at a uniform height, placing 
plates on top of the posts, and erect- 
ing rafters on these plates. The whole 
should be boarded up on the outside 
of the posts, with the exception of a 
•space for a door 
in one end. 
The 
whole structure, except the door, Is 
covered with dirt and sod. 
The thick- 
ness of the covering 
will be deter- 
mined by the location. 
The colder the 
climate, the thicker the covering. The 
dirt covering may be supplemented by 
a layer of manure, straw, corn fodder, 
etc., in winter time. 
Outdoor cellars 
are usually left with dirt floors as a 
certain amount of moisture Is desir- 
able. 
These cellars may also be made 
of concrete, brick, stone or other ma- 


terial. 
Such cellars are to be found 
in many sections of the country, and 
provide almost ideal storage facilities 
for potatoes, beets, 
turnips, carrots, 
parsnips, salsify and celery. 


Irish Potatoes. 


Irish potatoes can be stored In pits, 
root cellars or above ground, frost- 
proof 
storage 
warehouses. 
Small 
quantities or even carload lots of po- 
tatoes are often placed In pits in the 
field when other storage facilities are 
not available. 
Immature potatoes can 
not be successfully stored for any con- 
siderable period even in the best of 
storages and should never be pitted 
or burled. 
W ^ l matured tubers of 
either early or late sorts. If sound and 
in a dormant condition upon the ad- 
vent of freezing weather in the au- 
tumn, may be kept until required for 
table use or for planting by pitting, 
storing in 
potato cellars, 
of which 
there are many designs, or in above- 
ground, 
frost-proof buildings. 
The 
commercial storage of Irish potatoes 
Is discussed In farmers' bulletin 847, 
entitled, "Potato Storage and Storage 
Houses." 


Sivcct^Potatoca. 


Sweet potatoes should be thorough- 


ly matured before 
harvesting, 
dug 
while the ground 
is dry, carefully 
handled, and thoroughly 
cured 
by 
holding them at a temperature of 80 to 
85 degrees F., for a week or ten days 
after 
harvesting. 
After 
this 
they 
should be stored In a place where the 
temperature remains In the neighbor- 
hood of 55 degrees F. 
Such a loca- 
tion is usually near the furnace In the 
cellar, or near the furnajce chimney 
on the second floor of the house. There 
is little merit in wrapping them in pa- 
per or burying them In sand. 
Sw^et 
potatoes are stored In outdoor pits or 
banks but this method Is not to be 
recommended except where no other 
facilities are 
available. 
Sweet 
po- 
tatoes stored In pits are not as goq/ 
in quality as those stored In housen. 
For further information on 
storing 
swoet potatoes write for iarinei's' bul- 
letin No. 548. 
• 
Onions. 


Onions should be well matured be- 
fore harvesting, 
and should 
be al- 
lowed to become thoroughly dry be- 
fore being stored. 
They may be put 
up in baskets, crates, 
or bags, and 
placed in a cool di-y place. 
The attic 
is better than the unheated cellar for

storing onions. 
Temperatures slightly 
below the freezing point do not in- 
jure them,

The

onions

Beans, Peas and Other Dride Products 


Such vegetables as may be kept in 
the dry state should be grown to as 
great an extent as possible. 
Various 
kinds of beans, including lima beans, 
should be allowed to dry on the vines. 
Lima beans should 
be gathered 
aa 
they mature, and placed in a warm 
dry place until dry enough to shell. 


Navy beans 
and kidney 
beans are 
usually harv(3sted when a maximum 
number of pods are mature and be- 
fore the ripest pods 
open and the 
vines cured like hay, after which they 
are threshed 
or shelled. 
Peas ara 
handled In the 
same way aa navy 
beans. 
After the beans and peaa are 
threshed or shelled 
they should b« 
placed in bags and hung in some dry 
place, such as a closet or attic. 


Dried corn, dried apples, peache^. 
apricots, raspberries, 
etc., may 
b« 
stored in the same manner. 
All dried 
products should be protected against 
insects, rodents and dirt.

EACH IN DRAFT PUN 


Kumbers Will Be Drawn for 


AU of the Ten Millions 


Listed. 


Washington, July 13.—Secretary of 
yVsLT Baker announced late today that 
in the draft 
for the national army 
numbers will be drawn representing 
every one of the nearly ten millions 
registered, so that each registered man 
may know the order in which he 1» 
liable to be called for war servioe. 


This means that before the draw- 
ing takes place next week every man 
Who registered on June 5. and who ia 
Bubject to draft, 
should 
learn his 
number from the local board In the 
district in which he registered, so that 
, when the newspapers announce tho 
drawing each individual will instant- 
ly know whether he has a chance to 
be a member 
cf the first national 
army. 


Liability Fixed by Order. 


Iilability will be fixed by the order 
In which the names come out. There 
are some 6,000 districts with num- 
bered registration cards, so the first 
number drawn will represent the first 
6,000 to appear before the exemption 
boards. 


It is estimated that 50 per cent, of 
the men examined will be exempted 
or fall to pass the physical examina- 
tion, so that more than a million mei 
probably will appear before the boards 
before the 687,000 or moi-e wanted on 
the first call are obtained. 


Persistent inquiries from all parts 
of the country for information about 
the method to be followed in select- 
ing men for the national war army 
caused war department 
officials to 
explain that President Wilson's de- 
termination to have absolute fairness 
govern the process, was responsible 
for the decision to withhold announce- 
ment of the exact plan until the very 
eve of the drawning. 


President Approves Plan, 


The exemption regulations and all 
other moves in the making of the 
new army have received the approval 
of the president personally, and thp 
draft regulations also will come from 
the white house. 


Secretary Baker or some other high 
official will draw the first number 
and then the process of selection will 
be pushed 
forward 
until 
there is 
flashed by telegraph to every com- 
munity in the country the numbers 
of the men drawn. 
It is understood 
that the system planned is so simple 
that the work will be done in a few- 
hours. 


So far only twenty-one states have 
reported to the provost general's of- 
fice the completion of their organiza- 
tion. In some of them the names and 
serial numbers of the men liable to 
draft already have been posted. The 
first city to report the completion of 
that part of the work was Kansas' 
City. , 


Fears Further Delay. 


Some fear was felt at the war de- 
^»artment today that the delays in 
Drganization 
might 
cause 
further 
¡>ostponement of the draft. 
It had 
i)een believed that the drawing might 
take place Saturday of this week. It 
then became evident that it could not 
be held before next week, and indlca- 
tlonf today were that it might be the 
latter part of next week before every- 
thing was ready. 


One of the states where there has 
been the most confusion in organltsa- 
tion is New York. 


The new estimate of population 
Snade by the census bureau as a basis 
for the draft, it is explained, is not 
to be token as a genuine indication of 
the actual population 
of cities and 
communities. 
In some communities 
Industrial conditions have given a city 
a population much greater than it nor- 
mally has, and in other cities where 
Industrial activities are at low ebb the 
registration failed to show actually 
present the number which the census 
pureau had given. 


Badge for Exempts. 


"Exempted, U. S." 
A small round metal badge bearing 
these words will shield from public 
cries of "slacker" those men freed by 
exemption boards from the duty of 
bearing arms. 


Thousands of these 
little 
buttons 
liave been made and will be sent out 
to the exemption boards. 
From sev- 
jeral designs submitted by artists the 
Hvar department selected one of simple 
red, white and blue, with the exemp- 
tion inscription within a concentric 
circle. 


Senator Warren's bill providing for 
the awarding by the president, in the 
name of congress, of medals of honor 
and distinguished service medals for 
gallantry to officers and enlisted men 
of the army, was passed by the senate 
yesterday without a record vote. 


Recipients of such medals would re- 
ceive an increase of $2 a month In pay. 


Dry Zones for Camps. 


A dry zone five miles wide, unless 
there is a city or town within that 
limit, is to be 
thrown 
around all 
camps for the mobilization or training 
of troops under new regulations made 
public by the war department. 
This 
im done under authority given by con- 
gress in the act authorizing the estab- 
lishment of the camps. 


If a municipality Is within even one- 
half 
mile 
of the camp 
the dry 
zone is to be limited to that width in 
that direction. 
But if the camp is lo- 
cated on the edge of a town the prohi- 
bition will extend to a width of one- 
half mile into the town. 


Prohibition under a penalty of $10,- 
000 fine also is imposed under the same 
Jaw against the maintenance of any 
immoral houses wf-^ln the limit of five 
miles in any case, ¿ten where the camp 
is on the edge of a town.

GET MORE POTATOES 


Increase Yield by Spraying 
for Late Blight and 
Beetles. 


Washington, D. C., July 
13.—This 
year no grower in the northern states 
should overlook the chance to increase 
the potato crop by spraying, which is 
good insurance against a short crop, 
says the United States department of 
agriculture. 
Every year the 
potato 
yield is reduced 
by preventable dis- 
eases and insect pests; yet it may be 
increased as shown by the fact that 
sprayed potato crops in Vermont, for 
example, have produced on the aver- 
age 105 more bushels to the acre than 
unsprayed crop.s over a period of 21 
years. 


Get Insects and Diseases, Too. 


Bordeaux mixture with lead 
arse- 
nate added will prevent late blight and 
get the potato bug, or Colorado beetle, 
also. 
The mixture should be applied 
every two weeks, though the interval 
may be longer if the weather is dry 
and no insects are present. 
With the 
approach of the late

For 
home 
gardens,

sprayers will do. 
For the farm po- 
tato patch, where from one-half acre 
to three acres are gi'own and 
where 
there are orchard trees or small fruits 
to be sprayed, a barrel .spi ay pump is 
recommended. 
Thi.s hand 
pump i.'S 
mounted on a 50-gailon 
barrel and 
carried on a home-made, 
two-wheel 
cart or in a farm wagon. 
If a cart is 
used, the nozzle may be fastened to 
the back to spray four rows, but to 
do good work with this as with the 
lighter traction sprayers, it is neces- 
sary to go twice over the 
field, 
the 
second time coming back in the op- 
posite direction. 
More thorough work 
3an be done by hand spraying if the 
pump is fitted with one or two lines of 
one-half inch hose, 
twenty-five feet 
long, ending in a four-foot, gas pipe 
sxtension.

How to 
Prepare Bordeaux 
Mixture. 


Bordeaux mixture is the only fungi- 
cide that 
has any 
ijractical 
value 
against 
potato 
diseases. 
Liine 
sul- 
phur, powdered sulphur, 
and 
other 
new mixtures that have come into use 
in orchards are either injurious to the 
foliage, or are weaker in fungicidal 
action, or both. 
Experiments made by 
the department show 
that, for po- 
tatoes and other truck crops, nothing 
has yet been 
found to replace 
the 
copper fungicides. 


Bordeaux mixture is made with cop- 
per sulphate, 4 pounds; quicklime, 4 
pounds, and water to make 50 gallons. 
Suspend 
the copper 
sulphate 
in 
a 
gunnysack in a clean barrel containing 
several gallons of water. 
It 
should 
hang so as to be just below the sur- 
face of the water. 
When the sulphate 
is dissolved, which requires f r o m three 
to four hours, remove the sack 
and 
stir into the barrel enough additional 
water to m a k e exactly 25 gallons of 
the copper solution. 
P r e p a r e the lime 
by slaking it slowly and thoroughly in 
a clean barrel, strain, and add enough 
additional water to make exactly 25 
gallons of lime milk. 
Stir thoroughly. 
It Is highly important to strain both 
ingredients before they are combined, 
as otherwise clogging 
of the 
spray 
nozzles might result. 
Use copper or 
bronze wire strainer of 18 meshes to 
the inch. 


Pour the two ingredients 
together 
into another barrel, or better, directly 
into the spray tank, if it will hold 50 
gallons. 
After the two solutions are 
combined stir the mixture very thor- 
oughly. 
Do not put copper sulphate 
or Bordeaux mixture into tin or iron 
vessels; use wood or copper contain- 
ers. 
Mix the Bordeaux as needed and 
apply at once. 
It is never so good 
after it has settled.

"It Is a wonder and to the credit of 
all aliens that under these conditions, 
of suspicion, misunderstanding, Ignor-

It is unreasonable to 
expect this condition to contljiue. un- 
der the Increasing stress of war. 


Sees a Peril. 


"Let there come one great calamity 
that touches the hearts of Americans, 
whether on the seas or in the trenches, 
that takes a boy out of every state or 
town, and "alien baiting" will run high 
and alien malice toward America will 
find vent. 
Is this the lull before the 
storm and shall we stay asleep ? 


"Let the conditions 
change and 
where are we?

"America has no registration of its 
aliens; it has no way of knowing where 
they are, whither they go or who they 
associate with. 
The efficiency 
and 
benefits of one good system and one 
good wide-awake officer in one local- 
ity are not extended to another. Amer- 
ica has no method of informing these 
people what is expected of them or of 
the changes in these expectations from 
day to day. It Is estimated that 25 per 
cent of alien workmen are employed 
every day hunting jobs or exchanging 
Jobs. 
The 
economic 
loss is serious 
enough—the discipline loss 
is even 
more serious—and the unity loss to 
America is treniéndous. The man who 
doesn't stay long enough on a job or 
in a town to make friends, to get a 
neighborhood contact, to establish a 
home tie or to get the feel of an Amer- 
ican town Is like a typhoid carrlet-— 
he may never come down with the 
disease of disloyalty and intrigue but 
he infects whole groups of other men. 


"There is only one way to deal with 
this matter—a central Intelligence bu- 
reau for aliens with two co-ordinated 
services. 
An Investigative ' service to 
cover the 
destructive activities 
as 
spies, plots, violations of laws, censor- 
ship and carrying out of official orders. 
This is the repressive 
phase of the 
work. 


Information for Aliens. 


"Equally important

active service to furnish information 
on all matters connected with the war 
to all aliens that need It to conserve 
Industry by directing the transfer of 
aliens from war zones, by exchanging

aliens and plants: to* co-ordinate the 
many enlistment decentralized enlist- 
ment appeals and plans for aliens, to 
assist in

oculating loyalty and order. 
This is 
the constructive preventive work. 


"If this war 
continues, we shall 
come to 
central registry 
of aliens, 
using our postmasters as local regis- 
tration agents and 
prescribing rules 
and regulations for removals without 
notice and 
means of 
identification. 
This Is a preventive, not a regulative 
measure an dean be made the means 
of winning the confidence and support 
of aliens. 


"The whole subject is now utterly 
decentralized, neglected and disorgan- 
ized. 


"We are unprepared. 
On the alien 
problem we have not acted. 
We have 
not faced the facts or provided the 
means of handling them. 
It is unfair 
to the alien, unjust to the allies, un- 
safe for America. 
We can make the 
aliens in America a great force for 
order, loyalty, efficiency or they may 
become a great medium for disorder, 
disloyalty and labor unrest ajid agita- 
tion. 
The federal government has the 
opportunity to make it the one or the 
other."

Action of the board of works in re- 
fusing to take the proffered bond of 
the refining company is thought 
by 
many to be the first move in an effort 
to halt the building of the oil contain- 
ers, along the Wabash railroad, inside 
the city limits.

erected is well grounded will depend 
upon future action of city officials. 


The managers of the Sinclair com- 
pany .state that they believe they will be 
able to secure the large personal bond 
asked. 
They do not believe that fears 
of officials regarding the danger from 
the tanks are well grounded.

Is Based Upon Desire to Be 
of Service to Country 
During the War. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
July 
13.—The 
Btate council of defense, through its 
publicity 
committee. 
George 
Ade, 
chairman, today issued the following: 


"The Boys' Working Reserve, U. S. 
A-, is a purely voluntary organization, 
Jion-militaristic, 
consisting 
of 
patri- 
otic young men. 


"In correcting a false conception of 
t h e purpose of the organization, and 
anticipating f u r t h e r inquiries, Isaac D. 
Straus, of Ligonler, Ind., director, and 
himself a member of the state council 
Of defense, announces that there is 
absolutely nothing of a " d r a f t " nature 
In the enrollment of boys between 16 
a n d 21 years of age. 
The entire pro- 
ceeding is voluntary, based upon a de- 
sire to be of service to the 
country 
during the period of the war. 


"Boys are not permitted to remain in 
t h e organization against their parents' 
•wishes, Mr. Straus says. 


"Signing a card obligates the boy 
only so long as his parents are willing 
t h a t he should help m a k e up for the 
man-power withdrawn by federal con- 
scription. 
The parents' request that he 
be released Is all that is required to 
secure a member's discharge f r o m the 
reserves. 


"Mr. Straus, who has just returned 
f r o m a national conference on the sub- 
ject 
of 
boys' work, at Washington, 
quotes National Director William 
E. 
Hall, as follows: 


" 'Enlisting in the Boys' 
Working 
Reserve requires self-sacrifice, but it is 
t h e manly thing to do; and I know that 
thousands of other young men 
and 
boys of America will join those who 
have already volunteered to help out 
t h e f a r m labor shortage. 


" 'Every 
able 
bodied 
boy 
in 
the 
United States, not already employed in 
come productive labor, should put on 
a broad-brimmed 
hat, 
roll 
up his 
Bleeves and go to work on a f a r m some- 
where.' 


"This is purely a voluntary and in no 
eense a compulsory service, in which 
each boy who enrolls, serves his coun- 
try as faithfully, within the limits of 
his opportunity, as does the soldier in 
c a m p or 
field."

Dr. W. A. Sawyer, secretary of the 
state board of health, 
declares t h e 
United States faces, as one serious w a r 
problem, t h e necessity of combatting 
the great 
white plague, 
which has 
played Jiavoc a m o n g F r e n c h 
soldiers 
and civilian^. 


It is because of this startling fact 
that officials here a r e so anxious to 
bring Takeoka's discovery u p to t h e 
fullest extent 
of its worth 
a t t h e 
quickest possible moment. 


"France, suffering f r o m the m a n y 
exigencies of war, 
is carrying the 
added burden of 
a vast a m o u n t of 
tuberculosis." said Dr. Sawyer. 
"By 
February of this year, according to 
Dr. H e r m a n n Biggs, 150,000 
French 
soldiers had been returned to their 
homes with active tuberculosis, a n d 
there a r e m a n y additional cases a m o n g 
returned prisoners, refugees and t h e 
general population, making a n esti- 
mated total of 400,000 persons, with 
practically no facility for properly car- 
ing for them or supervising them. 


"Among t h e English soldiers, on t h e 
other hand, tuberculosis h a s not of- 
fered a serious problem. 


"Where does America stand? 
In 
time of peace we 
have done better 
than France, but r o t so well a s E n g - 
land. W h y not learn f r o m t h e experi- 
ences of others a n d handle t h e tuber- 
culosis of the w a r In an ideal m a n n e r 
f r o m the start? 
Careful exclusion of 
the tuberculosis recruit f r o m t h e r a n k s 
is not enough. 
H e should be referred 
to the civil authorities, who, In turn, 
should see that he Is built up. Instead 
of broken down." 


"Taurin," 
which 
health 
officials 
hope will solve t h e problem, Is a sort 
of bile which is obtained f r o m t h e mea" 
of the California abalone, but It can 
at present be obtained only by a long 
and expensive pr^,cess, involving tha 
outlay of about $500 for t h e quantity 
necessary to effect a complete cure. 


The theory of its use is based upon 
the assumption that t h e h u m a n body 
contains within itself the anti-toxins 
necessary for the cure of its own ills, 
but 
that 
this 
substance, 
"taurin," 
merely helps t h e h u m a n organism to 
destroy all improper and deleterious 
matter which finds Its way Into the 
body. 


The research h a s 
progressed be- 
yond t h e animal test stage and cer- 
tain experiments 
upon t h e 
h u m a n 
body haVe established t h e fact that it 
is absolutely safe f o r use upon the 
higher forms of life. 


More and more hope is extended a s 
the work nears completion, both that 
the substance will prove to be a cura 
tor tuberculosis a n d that it m a y be 
obtained cheupiy enough to m a k e its 
use universal and practical. 


The pathological laboratories 
have 
been assured of a f u n d of about $7,500 
to pursue t h e work f r o m Governor W. 
D. Stephens a n d f r o m the university 
authorities. 


Dr. Takeoka's discovery of "taurin" 
was made after his experiments had 
continued for not less 
t h a n 
fifteen 
years. 
He is a graduate of the medi- 
cal college of Tokio In the class of 
1894, and began his study of tuber- 
culosis upon coming to this country 
in 1901. H e is pursuing t h e work in 
conjunction with Dr. Frederick Gay 
of the university and O. M. Murai, a 
Japanese chemist.

Farmers Urged to Put End 
to Annual Billion-Dol- 
lar Loss. 


Washington, July 13.—Farmers are 
lirged in a statement issued today by 
Assistant Secretary Carl Vrooman to 
make 
every effort to save the 
vast 
amount of valuable manure now al- 
lowed to go to waste in this country. 
A.ssistant Secretary Vrooman estimates 
that one-half 
the manure 
produced 
in tho United States is not used as a 
fertilizer, there being an annual loss 
of material worth twelve hundred mil- 
lion dollars—once and a half the value 
of the country's 1916 wheat crop. 


"This is not a wild guess," he con- 
tinues, "but a very shrewd and con- 
servative estimate based on reliable 
statistics. 
It has been found that each 
horse or mule produces annually $27 
worth of manure (as compared with 
commercial fertilizers); each head of 
cattle $20 worth; each hog $8 worth. 
Calculating from the 1910 census fig- 
ures for number of animals on farms— 
62,000,000 
cattle, 
'24,000,000

and mules, 58,000,000 swine, and 54,-

be about $2,461,000,000. 
Recent in- 
vestigations by 
the 
department 
of 
agriculture indicate that at least half 
of this great wealth of fertilizing ma- 
terial Is sheer waste. 
In some good 
general 
farming sections not 
more 
than 15 per cent of the manure pro- 
duced is used. 
Even in the most in- 
tensive dairy regions, where cows are 
largely stall fed and 
compar.atively 
great care taken with the manure, the 
loss seems to be approximately 25 per 
cent. 


An Augean Stable Joli. 


"Here, then, is a job for the Amer- 
ican farmer, worthy of his utmost ef- 
fort and in keeping with the spirit of 
this great hour in American history. 
To save a billion dollars worth of ma- 
nure is a herculean task—a veritable 
latter day Augean stable Job—for it 
means the handling of literally mil- 
lions of tons of dung and litter. 
It 
means the construction 
of 
concrete 
manure pits, of paved feeding pens or 
sheds, and greatly increased care In 
the conservation and use of bedding 
materials. 
It means a lot of work, but 
it is work that can be done at odd 
hours and moments, and work that 
will pay 
tremendous 
dividends, not 
only as a war measure, but conceiva- 
bly for all time, for If we okce get the 
habit of making full use of our avail- 
able manure supply we are not likely 
to lapse into the old, wasteful ways 
again. 


"The cheapest and best way to han- 
dle manure, where convenient, is to 
haul it to the field and spread it daily, 
or at least every two or three days. 
In this way. If plenty of bedding be 
used, practically all the valuable con- 
stituents of the manure are 
saved, 
since leac^ftng after the manure is on 
arable land merely serves to put the 
fertilizing materials where they ought 
to be. 
In this way, too, loss throiJgh 
heating, or "fire-fanging," is avoided. 
An Ideal Way. 
Many farmers, however, are not so 
situated as to make it profitable for 
them to handle manure In this way. 
For such farmers the concrete manure 
pit offers an ideal way of saving ma- 
nure. 
Such a pit need not entail great 
expense. 
A pit 3 feet deep, 12 feet 
long and 6 feet wide, with walls and 
floors 5 Inches thick, will serve the 
needs of the average farm. In ground 
that does not cave in, only an inside 
form will be needed for such a pit, 
except where the concrete extends a 
few Inches above the ground to pre- 
vent flooding by surface water. 
The 
floor should be reinforced with woven 
wire fencing, put In after about two 
inches of cement has been laid, the 
section of 
fencing 
being 
cut 
long 
enough to bend up a few inches at 
either end into the side walls. 
When 
the reinforcing has been put in, the 
remaining three inches of the floor is 
laid, and the forms for the side walls 
set up and used immediately. 
Use one 
part cement, two of sand, and four of 
screened gravel. 
A pit of this kind is 
large enough to hold the accumulation 
of manure on the average farm until 
8Ui3h a time as it can be hauled con- 
veniently to the field and spread. 
Paved Feeding Lot 


"Another good way to save manure, 
especially in the case of hogs or of beef 
cattle, is to have a concrete paved feed 
lot, preferably under a shed roof. Where 
the farmer cannot afford a paved floor, a 
cheap open feeding shed may be made to 
serve tlie purpose very well, if abundant 
bedding is used to absorb the valuable 
liquid manure. In such a feeding lot or. 
shed tho niaure is 
allowed to 
gather 
under the feet of the animals, each day's 
bedding being 
strewn over 
the 
well 
tramped 
acciunulation 
below. 
Some 
farmers using this system arrange their 
feed racks so that they can be raised from 
time to time, making it possible to feed 
till several feet of solidly packed manure 
has accumulated under the shed. It has 
been shown that manure suffers little 
from heating and leaching when handled 
.'n this way. 


"The feeding shed serves the purpose 
of giving the general farm, or the beef 
cattle farm, something of the advantage 
in the matter of manure saving held by 
the intensive dairy farm. 
It has been 
shown by farm 
management 
surveys 
that the manure saved on the American 
farm under present conditions is almost 
exactly proportional to the number of 
animals stall-fed on the farm, and that 
the manure of animals not stabled has 
very littla effect on yields except in cases 


or

"This great war has brought home to 
us Americans, as it has never been em- 
phasized before, the fact that we are the 
world's champion wasters. Without mak- 
ing any comparisons, and subject to cor- 
rection if it can be shown that the facts 
are otherwise, I dare aver that our bil- 
lion dollar manure waste is the world's 
greatest single economic leak—the prize 
waste of the champion wastrels. With 
commercial fertilizers scarce, and some of 
them almost unobtainable, it would seem 
well worth our while, in this juncture, 
even without any reference to war con- 
ditions, to do 
everything 
within our 
power to stem this tide of loss, espe- 
cially in consideration of the fact that 
stable manure is the best form of fer- 
tilizer known. 
And when we consider 
further the possible effect of a billion 
dollars worth of maure upon world pro- 
dollars worth of manure upon world pro- 
duty of saving the world from famine de- 
%'olve8 directly upon us—^well, the vital 
need for manure pits and feeding lots in 
this broad land of ours becomes pretty 
clearly apparent."

Danbury Union Men, to Be 
Sold Out Monday, Have 
a New Deal. 


CASE IS SETTLED; 


FORECLOSURE OFF 


Celebrated Boycott Case Is 
Brought to an End After 
Many Years, 


Danbury, Conn., July 14.—An agree- 
ment for a settlement of the judgment 
of $252,000 and costs in the case of 
D. E. Loewe and Co. against members 
of the United Hatters of North Amer- 
ica was announced this afternoon af- 
ter short conference between the law- 
yers and union officers representing 
the litigants. 


The amount paid by the union was 
not officially stated by any member of 
the conference, but it is learned that 
the settlement was for approximately 
two-thirds of the amount of the .judg- 
ment and costs. 
Martin Lawler, sec- 
retary of the United Hatters, declined 
to state the terms of settlement, but 
said in response to a statement for the 
press: 


"You can say that Loewe & Co. bled 
the United Hatters for the last cent" 


The case had its inception in a boy- 
cott of the product of the Loewe fac- 
tory after the firm refused to make 
their shop a closed one, at the time in 
1902 when organized labor was trying 
to unionize all factories in Danbury. 
Litigation was almost continuous un- 
til recently when final judgment was 
secured by the firm and it moved in 
the United States court to 
recover 
judgment. 


This means that sale of the homes of 
the Danbury members of the union to 
satisfy the Loewe judgment will 
not 
take place. 


Tlie foreclosures were to have been 
made Monday and the sale of the humble 
homes of the defendant hatters at auc- 
tion was set for next Monday morning at 
11 o'clock. 


For fourteen years the case of the 
Danbury hatters has been in the federal 
courts of the country. 
"Loewe vs. Law- 
ler" has become celebrated. 
It has been 
fought to the last ditch. The hatters lost 
in the supreme 
court of 
the 
United 
States. 


Upon it was predicated the decision 
of the highest court that the Sherman 
anti-trust law applied to labor boycott.s, 
and out of it ca^me the Clayton law that 
declares the principle that labor is not a 
commodity.

Blooniington, Ind., July 20.—Indiana 
university released 206 students to en- 
ter active war service and 218 others, 
including two co-eds, to return to their 
homes to become "soldiers of the soil" 
in the bumper crop campaign, accord- 
irig to a pamphlet entitled 
"Indiana 
University and the War," just issued 
by the uriiversity which was among the 
first institutions of the country to ten- 
der its entire resources and equipment 
to the federal government for war ser- 
vices. 
In addition, several members 
of the faculty and Indiana alumni are 
engaged in war service and the uni- 
versity, in conjunction with the city 
and county authorities, has raised sev- 
eral thousand- dollars 
for the Red 
Cross and other war relief organiza- 
tions. 


While the men have been entering 
the various services, the co-eds h^ve 
hot been idle, the pamphlet 
stating 
that seventeen large packing cases of 
supplies, made up mostly by university 
women, had been dispatched. 
These 
supplies included: 
Six hundred and 
seventy-seven fracture pillows, 1,929 
surgical dressings, 335 comfort bags, 
with contents, 14 pairs of knitted wool 
socks, 15 sheets, 7 pairs of pajamas, 37 
knitted wool mufflers, 176 shirts, 6% 
dozen knitted wash cloths, 2 cases of 
surgical instruments. 
First aid classes 
were organized and 346 girls enrolled 
and 70 more during the summer. 


War ActlTlty Began Early. 


The university's war activities took 
definite form March 6 last, when a 
mass meeting of students and faculty 
called 
by 
Dr. William Lowe Bryan, 
president of Indiana, adopted a reso- 
lution 
approving 
President Wilson's 
policy of neutrality and 
telegraphed 
the resolution to Indiana's 
members 
of the congress. 
And again on April 
1 to strengthen the president's appeal 
for recognition of the existence of a 
state of war, another resolution was 
telegraphed 
to Washington, 
reading 
in part: 


"We believe that this nation should 
adopt no half-way measures in dealing 
with the German race menace. We are 
not a craven people and we urge the 
president and congress to act 
with 
vigor as becomes the leaders of a brave 
and honored nation. 
We believe that 
we should enter the war." 


Military training was introduced at 
the university for the first time during 
its ninety-seven years of existence and 
a United States army officer placed in 
charge of the work. 
The trustees de- 
creed that certin portions of the cam- 
pus should be placed under cultivation 
and about fifty acres was planted to 
potatoes and corn, much of the work 
of tending the crops being performed 
by volunteer students. »P. P. Claxton, 
United States com;piIssioner of educa- 
tion, in a letter addressed to every 
college and normal school in the coun- 
try, after calling attention to the plant- 
ing of potatoes on the Indiana campus, 
aald:

BOOM DAYS OF THE 


EE PASSED 


Logging and Lumbering on 
Wisconsin Stream Are 
at an End. 


Mariette, Wis., July 20.—The log- 
ging and lumbering days of the Meno- 
minee river, one of the most famous 
streams of its kind in the 
country, 
virtually are over, after more than a 
half century of driving and manufac- 
turing. 


The last of the annual log drives, 
comprising approximately 
12,000.000 
feet—which is only about 
one-third 
of the cut of the largest Menominee 
river sawmills when this industry was 
at its height—has just reached here. 


There will be a few logs coming down 
the river in the future, but they will 
be driven by local lumber companies 
and will consist principally of pulp- 
wood. 
This year's drive is the small- 
est in the history of the Menominee 
River Boom company. 


The 
five 
remaining, sawmills in 
Mariette and Menominee will, in the 
future, have all their timber brought 
in by rail, the last of the logs tribu- 
tary to the local stream having been 
put in. 


The first logs on 
the Menominee 
river were driven by the Menominee 
River Boom company in 
1868. In 
that year 62,809.804 feet were piloted 
from the upper waters to the local 
booms. 
Last year the total was ap- 
proximately 15.991,850 feet. 


During the 
period from 
1868 to 
1816, inclusive, the total number of 
logs driven down the Menominee river 
totaled 
approximately 
10,810,341,028 
feet. 
The exact total for this year is 
not yet known. 


The difference in the size of the logs 
is as notable as the difference in the 
total sorted.

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THREAT OF CIVIL WAB. 


It is not inconceivable that conditions bor- 
'dering on civil war might issue from the law- 
less activities of the Industrial "Workers of 
; the World in the far west. The organization 
has considerable strength of numbers and it 
appears to have set out upon the enterprise 
of thwarting all efforts and crippling or de- 
stroying all enterprise that have to do with 
the government's preparations for war. 


The deportation from Arizona of a thousand 
or so of the members of the organization who 
had been fomenting mine strikes and other- 
wise interfering with industry in that state is 
"no new expedient in the west. Some years 
ago the state of Colorado prosecuted with 
great and painful rigor such a policy toward 
the western mine workers. The practice of 
chasing the Industrial workers out of one 
fitate into another accomplishes nothing for 
Bolution -of the main problem. It merely bur- 
dens another state with the task of repeating 
what its neighbor has just performed. Per- 
haps the plan would work if the disturbers 
were kept rapidly on the move from state to 
state until, tired of their own compelled mo- 
tions, the irregularity of feeding times and the 
general precariousness of existence, they 
would bccome discouraged and at length dis- 
organized. The chief result seems, however, 
to be that they disintegrate as bands in one 
section only to foregather'at length in another 
and start their evil propaganda over again. 


There can be no doubt that the I. W. "SV. 
has planned to create wide-spread trouble 
throughout the west. The organization's pro- 
paganda and conspiracies touch many states 
and menace vast industries the operation of 
which are essential to prosecution of the war. 
yarious states are taking measures to get rid 
of the disturbers they already have and to 
repel any invasions from other states. If the 
Workers'' should gather in great strength in 
any one state—as, for instance, one of the big 
lumber states of the northwest—a condition 
BO serious as to amount to civil war might en- 
sue. The federal government is trying to deal 
with the conditions in a firm yet moderate 
way that will prevent such recourses as the 
citizens of Bisbee and other Arizona towns 
took to get rid of the "workers." As Presi- 
dent Wilson pointed out in a message to Gov- 
ernor Campbell, of Arizona, the lawlessness of 
the citizens is not likely to prove a salutary 
remedy for the lawlessness of the "workers." 
Sooner or later there will be a grave clash be- 
tween armed bodies of which neither will have 
any law on its side. 
. It has been suggested that the federal gov- 
ernment take steps to throttle the treasonable 
conspiracy by wholesale internment of the 
'^workers" where they can be kept at labor 
during the period of the war. If that could 
"be done it would help some. Of a surety the 
government cannot remain indifferent to plots 
and conspiracies that menace the operation of 
vast industries essential to the war. 


There is no ground to doubt that some of 
the leaders of the organization are in the pay 
of the German agents whose activities in this 
country during the past three years consti- 
tuted one of the sharpest of the irritations that 
led to our break with German3^ The German 
government could afford to spend vast sums 
to employ the effectual assistance of the I, W, 
W. in destroj'ing factories, wrecking mills 
and striking mines to idleness if all this were 
done on a scale such as the western conspiracy 
Beems to embrace. Those who can be proved 
to be committing treason should be dealt with 
as their treasons deserve. There is no call 
for mercy so long as the prescriptions of law 
and the dictates of justice are fulfilled. No 
good ever has or ever will come out of the I. 
W. W. Its leadership and mass are evil. Its 
element is mischief. It deserves the stubborn 
attention of the government. 


The patriotic and industrious people of the 
western states surely will take matters violent- 
ly into their own hands if the job of clean- 
ing up the situation be lUlowed to lapse, and 
do It after the fashion of old days when the 


Among those who are opposed to a new 
constitution for Indiana there are few who 
will demy tiiat in some respects the state's 
constitution ought to be revised or amended. 
These an d those of more radiical mind ought 
to have «no trouble getting together on the 
proposition that at least the pains should be 
taken to ^ get into the constitution a way to 
amend itUhat will not defeat itself by very 
cumbrousness and difficulty. The constitution 
of Indiana, admirably as it has served, is a 
\ clumsy instrument, , as we now see with much 
uplainness. 


The decision of the Indiana supreme court, 
iB'riday, destroying the act of the Jtast general 
assembly that called a constitutional conven- 
tfion and provided for all agencies to that end, 
brings to nothing a vast labor, a heavy ex- 
pense and a great expectation. In a word, 
the ^decision of the court is that the attempt 
to holii a constitutional convention was initiat- 
ed in the wrong way, witlwut .authority of the 
constitution itself and is null and void. That 
end| the matter itself for;the time. What the 
legislature vhad authority to do in respect of 
a constitutional convention was to submit to 
the voters the question wjhether or not a con- 
stitutionaJ conv^ention shiould be held. This, 
the court Uiolds, was the ionly course open to 
the legislature and it f urthler holds that in pro- 
viding for a» constitutional', convention the leg- 
islature wenst directly in ciontravention of the 
will of the (people expressed at the general 
election of l'9p.4, when the »question of holding 
a convention »was voted'upon under authority 
of the aetiof 1913 and overwhelmingly beat- 
en, In short, the court constaructively says 
that the 19U7 legislature undertook to circum- 
vent the ver-dict of-the populartvoice as heard 
in 1914. 


It was asconteniion at\the time the mea- 
sure for a constitutional convention was 
pending last winter and it has been since the 
measure was enacted thai the procedures tak- 
en for a convention weremnconstitutional and 
could not stand, but the »friends of the move- 
ment in and ^ out of the legislature were ad- 
vised by able^law counsel that it would stand. 
The decision'of the court, while effectual to 
destroy the a«t and prevent the convention, 
does not settle Uhe forensic question. While 
all in the state must accept the result there 
will be widespread» and violent dissent^from 
the opinion. 


The friends of i^constitutional revision will 
scarcely abate their efforts to get what they 
were after. They would be unwise to do so. 
The work that has been carried on in the 
state for some four years and especially since 
tlie convention act was passed has greatly en- 
lightened understanding throughout the state 
respecting the need of the convention and has 
created aii aggressive sentiment for it that was 
unknown when the proposition was submit- 
ted in 1914. That gain should not be lost. 
There can be no doubt that if the question 
of holding a convention were to be submitted 
today it would be carried by a great majority. 


If Governor Goodrich finds it necessary to 
convene the legislature to deal Avith the fuel 
question and any imperative issues of the war 
in this state, we believe there would be no 
difficulty obtaining another act to submit the 
issue again. That would have almost two 
years. If no such opportunity is made, noth- 
ing further can be done until the general as- 
sembly of 1919. The question would be sub- 
mitted in the fall of 1920 and other steps 
would come along in order through a course 
of a year or t^vo additionally. 
We believe 
that the people of Indiana now understand 
the necessity for some restatement of their or- 
ganic law at least to the extent of providing 
a way to gain revision of it without the fuss 
and feathers and repeated futilities that have 
marked all ihe efforts of recent years. 


AMERICA SALUTES FRANCE. 


Wherever there are true Americans who 
know the history of their country they salute 
today the republic of France, our ancient 
friend in need and now again our ally. This 
is the date fixed in the calendar to stand for 
the natal day of Prance. The republic was 
not born on the day of which this is the an- 
niversary, but there began on that Fourteenth 
of July one hundred and twenty-eight years 
ago the travail of France out of which was 
destined to issue a nation of freemen. And 
so with kinship of spirit and a lovq and grat- 
itude time never can efface, America today 
salutes her ancient friend and ally in this oth- 
er great struggle for democracy, for the safe- 
ty of which their high efforts are now to be 
scaled once more in sacred jointure of blood.

FIGHTER

WAR DEPARTMENT'S PLAN 


BY MILTON BRONNER. 


Before this congi-ess has a chance 
to get away, the war administration is 
going to ask 
it to 
pass legislation 
which will enable Uncle Sam to go in- 
to the life and accident indemnity In- 
surance business on the biggest scale 
in history. 
At one blow, the adminis- 
tration wants to insure one 
million 
soldiers and sailors and to prepare to 
insure other 
millions as called 
into 
service. 


There are two impelling reasons for 
this: the administration wants to avoid 
a huge pension avalanche after 
the 
war; second, the insurance companies 
themselves asked too much to carry 
insurance policies 
on 
our 
fighting 
forces. 
Most of them demanded $100 
per $1,000 of insurance, in addition to 
tho regular premium. 


This looked 
like 
penalizing 
pa- 
triotism to Charles F. Nesbit, super- 
intendent of insurance, District of Co- 
lumbia. 
Accordingly he proposed 
to 
W a r Secretary Baker that the insur- 
ance companies be asked to form a 
board to pro rate the insurance on all 
the fighting forces and to cut the pre- 
m i u m if possible. 


Examination 
proved this not very 
practical. 
For instance, if insurance 
were taken out on 1,000,000 men, the 
premium, 
amounting to 
$21,000,000, 
would be dissipated as follows: 
$5,- 
000,000 
for 
medical 
examination; 
$10,000,000 for agents' 
commissions; 
$2,000,000 for other expenses. 
Thia 
would leave only $4,000,000 to be ap- 
plied to the risks. 


If the government Itself insured tho 
men, there would be no expense in 
connection with agents, medical exam- 
iners. etc., so it could take the risks at 
m u c h less cost than the 
companies. 
At a meeting 
of insurance company 
representatives the 
other 
day with 


Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury 
McAdoo, 
104 voted in favor of the government 
insuring its men and only four op- 
posed it. 


Edwin F. Sweet, assistant secretary 
of commerce, has worked out a tenta- 
tive plan as follows: 


There is to be created, in connec- 
tion with one of the existing executive 
departments of the government, a sol- 
diers' and sailors' indemnity 
bureau 
with a competent insurance man a t its 
head. 
The 
necessary 
actuarial 
and 
clerical 
assistance 
will be 
provided. 
Protection for a definite amount, not 
exceeding $4,000, will be automatical- 
ly furnished to everyone in the mil- 
itarj' and naval service of the coun- 
try without regard to rank and with- 
out expense to the insured. 


This insurance will cover partial or 
total disability as well as death. 
AH 
losses will be paid in i-egular install- 
ments. 
All adjustments will be made 
with the least possible delay.^ As con- 
crete evidence of the government's ob- 
ligation a certificate or policy may be 
given each soldier and sailor. 
In ad- 
dition, each man may buy extra in- 
surance to the amount of $6,000 on 
terms as favorable as in peace times, 
the government 
issuing 
the 
policy. 
The scale of indemnity for injuries is 
being worked out. 


It is also proposed to center in this 
indemnity bureau the paying of sep- 
aration allowances to the dependents 
of soldiers and sailors. 
This has nev- 
er been done In this country, but Can- 
a d a 
and 
England 
have 
done 
it 
throughout this war. 


In 
order 
to carry 
out 
these 
in- 
surance and allowance plans specific 
legislation and appropriations will be 
required, but it Is not anticipated con- 
gress will balk, 
as 
the subject will 
come very close to millions of fam- 
ilies.

Washington, t». c., July 
13.—For 
many weeks now—to be exact, since 
May 22—the congress of the United 
States, both the senate and the house, 
has been presenting to the people of 
this country and the world a spectacle 
which if it were not so tragic might be" 
described as the most utterly ridicu- 
lous in the history 
of national and 
legislative bodies. 


On the date named, the Lever bill, 
popularly known as the food bill, vras 
introduced in the house. 


The purpose of this bill was to re- 
lieve the hundred and ten million peo- 
ple of the United States from the all 
but unbearable burden of the high cost 
of living. 


It provided for giving the president 
authority to name a^food administra- 
tor cha-rged with the vitally important 
task of stimulating 
the production, 
regulating 
the distribution 
of and 
stopping the speculation in food. 


This bill was prepared with great 
care as the result of the best thought 
of the greatest experts in the govern- 
ment service. 


Before it was 
introduced it was 
O K'ed by President Wilson and by 
Herbert G. Hoover, who had hurried 
from London to volunteer his great 
abilities, as food administrator. 


President 
Wilson 
had 
accepted 
Hoover's services by cable in the be- 
lief—^which was shared by every man 
who had followed 
Hoover's career 
since the beginning of the European 
war—that he was the best fitted man 
in the whole world for the Job. 


There was absolutely no good reason 
why the food bill should not have been 
passed by congress and become a law 
by the president's signature within a 
week from the day it was Introduced. 


There is not the shadow of a doubt 
if this had been done, every family in 
the United States would have felt the 
effects almost immediately, in the re- 
duced cost of food necessities. 


That is precisely why the food bill 
was not passed within a week; why 
it has been amended to the point where 
it is scarcely recognizable; why it is 
still being buffeted about in congress; 
why, for the past month, the debate 
has degenerated into a cat and dog 
fight on the liquor question. 


At the time the liquor issue was in- 
terjected into the discussion, it seemed 
as if the food bill was about to be 
passed. 


That was why the liquor fight start- 
ed. 
The food speculators and hoard- 
ers, knowing that the moment the bill 
was passed, they would be forced to 
stop picking the pockets of the Ameri- 
can people,.saved themselves by subtly 
starting the 
fight 
over whisky 
and 
beer. 


Everyone who has sat in the gallery 
of either the senate or the house and 
listened to the drool about whisky and 
beer which is miscalled debate, can- 
not but have been impressed by the 
utter lack of sincerity of 99 per cent 
of it. 


I am willing to admit that there may 
be a few senators and representatives 
who have shouted and waved their 
arms about the demon rum who are 
so unintelligent that they can't ap- 
preciate what monkeys the food sharks 
are making of them. 


But the great majority of those in 
both houses who have delayed and are 
delaying the passage of the food bill 
by prolonging the debate about liquor 
are deliberately and willfully betray- 
ing the people of the United States 
in the interest of the rapacious food 
speculators and hoarders. 


Every day's delay has added mil- 
lions to the profits of the great con- 
cerns which handle the food from the 
time it leaves the producer until it 
reaches the retailer and the consumer. 


And, what is more, every day's de- 
lay has fastened the grip of these great 
concerns on the nation's food reserves 
and made it increasingly difficult, if 
not impossible, to release It without 
resorting to the most desperate meas- 
ures.

shortly a f t e r the halfway point" of 
the 
season was reached, would appear to in- 
dicate that the team would win the senior 
league pennant. 
The race~ is so close In 
the American league, however, t h a t - no 
such conclusion can be entertained in adr 
vance. 
Including the games played 
on 
July 15 the New York Giants led their 
nearest rivals, the Philadelphia club, by 
95 points. 
In the American race the Bos- 
ton combination had but a 
three-point 
margin over the Chicago White Sox. 


A comparison of these figures with those 
of July 15 for each season since 1912 shows 
that 
without 
exception a 
club 
leading 
either the National or American leagues 
by 50 points or better in the middle of 
July captured the pennant and figured in 
the world's series. 
Both the Philadelphia 
Athletics and the Brooklyn teams were 
able to come through with a trifle legs 
margin and the Phillies ran a nine point 
lead into a penant in 1916 but this was an 
exception. 


The New York club won the 1912 penant 
by 66 points after having a margin of 126 
pounds on July 15 of that year. 
The fol- 
lowing season the Giants increased a 73 
point lead to 81 at the close of the race. In 
1914 the team had a 49 point advantage at 
mid-season yet Boston captured the 
flag 
by 69 points. 
Philadelphia played a 
9 
point lead into a 46 point margin of safety 
the next year while last season Brooklyn, 
, which had a 49 poin tleeway in July, saw 
j the same cut down to 15 points with the 
final game of October. 


In the American league Boston had an 
81 point lead and won with 92 in 1912 
while the Philadelphia Athletics in 1913 
won by 43 points a f t e r leading by 114 on 
July 15. 
The next season the situation 
was reversed for the Athletics were 35 
points ahead at midseason and added 20 
more for safety before the schedule was 
completed. 
In 1915 Chicago led the league 
at the half way mark by 6 points but Bos- 
ton won the pennant by 20 points in Oc- 
tober. 
Last season New York was show- 
ing the way on July 15 by 12 points but 
again Boston showed its 
fighting 
ability 
in the final weeks of th erace by forging 
to the front and taking the flag by 13 
points.

Here's a Vegretable 


Salad Recipe to Try 


Here is a new and tasty salad worth 
while: 


Two cups pickled beets. 
Two cold boiled carrots. 
Two cups finely shredded cabbage. 
Two cups finely shredded lettuce. 
One-half cup stuffed olives. 
One green pepper, chopped fine. 
One-fourth 
cup 
finely 
chopped 
onion. 


One-fourth 
cup 
finely 
shopped 
parsley. 


Three cups boiled dressing or one 
cup mayonnaise. 


One-fourth cup French dressing. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One-eighth teaspoon paprika,. 
Two hard-boiled eggs. 
Meat for garnish. 
Line large chop plate or platter with 
lettuce leaves, put the diced red beets 
high in the center, the cabbage which 
has been in iced water and then dried, 
around the beets, and sprinkle liber- 
ally with the green peppers and two 
tablespoonfuls French dressing. 
Next 
put the diced carrots and the shredded 
lettuce around the carrots; sprinkle all 
with salt and 
a 
little pparika 
and 
French dressing. 
' 


Next, on the shredded lettuce lay 
alternately the hard-boiled eggs, cut 
in sixths, and six very small pieces of 
ham or meat of choice. 
The onion is 
mixed with the 
boiled 
dressing, or 
mayonnaise, which is put on In spoon- 
fuls—one teaspoonful on top of beets, 
three spoonfuls on the cabbage, three 
on the carrots and little daubs between 
the egg and meat.

When canary cages have not been 
nicely cared for and the birds do not 
sing and seem to be dull and miserable 
it is probable that they are infected 
with vermin. 


There are two forms of this parasite 
which trouble the little songsters. 
The 
gray lou§p is the inost common. It has 
a long slender body and a large head, 
which has strong jaws. The louse does 
not suck the bird's blood, but its sharp 
claws dig into the skin and cause an 
irritation. 
The louse lays countless 
eggs on the feathers of the birds, which 
are attached by a sort of gum. 
It 
doesn't take the Insect long to hatch, 
and in a fenv weeks they are ready to 
torment the life out of the bird as did 
their parents before them. 
If insect 
powder 
(pyrothrum) 
is put on the 
bird's plumage by means of a small 
bellows the lice may be killed. 
Two 
or three applications at weekly inter- 
vals will most likely be found aufCicient 
to kill them all. 
Be careful not to get 
the powder into the bird's eyes or 
throat or ears. 


The other creature is much smaller 
—so small that it is hardly visible to 
the naked eye. 
Though the pests are 
white, they usually appear red. their 
hue being red because of the blood 
they suck from their unwilling victims. 
They 
appear 
at 
night, 
harboring 
themselves In nooks and crannies of 
the cage by day. They come especially 
In wooden cages, where they can find 
cracks to hide themselves in.

Jelly making is the most troublesome 
of all pre.serving proces.ses. 
Too little 
or too much sugar will alwajb spoil 
the jelly. 


To tell just how much sugar should 
be used with each kind of juice, place 
a teaspoonful of juice in a giass and 
add one spoonful of 95 per cent grain 
alcohol. 


Shake the glass gently to mix, then 
pour slowly and watch how the pectin 
—that is the substance in fruits that 
makes them jell—is precipitated. 
If 
the precipitation is in one lump, a cup 
of sugar may be used for each of juice. 
Should the precipitation be in several 
lumps the 
sugar should 
be three- 
fourths the amount of juice. 


Should no precipitation

the juice is not adapted to jelly mak- 
ing and should be mixed with apple or 
other juice rich in pectin.

5 LESSON TEXT—II Kings 19:20-22, 28-37. 
-- GOLDEN TEXT—Godi is our refuge and 
; itrength, a very present help in trouble.— 
Psa. 46:1. 


Last week's lesson -was a great pic- 
ture of the reform of tbe nation. 
To- 
day we have another picture which 
needs to be carefully put before the i 
children; It iy a national picture of a 
ruler and the invasion of his country. 
In reality it reveals the 
principles 
' which are the same today, and which 
affect the lives of boys and girls as 
•well as men; the 4angers, temptations, 
the need of prayec, the need of a life 
: of faith in God, the- care of a heavenly 
father, deliverance and victory. 
It is 
a great thing for any nation or any 
individual to have sttch a marvelous 
experience of God's twlvation. 
It oc- 
curred probably B. C. 701, the latter 
part of Hezekiah's ii^ign. 
Assyria on 
the north was enlarguig its borders 
and seeking to overcome judea. 
Read 
parallel accounts in II Kings 18; II 
Chron. 32 and Isa. 36:37. We have on 
the Taylor cylinder an account by Sen- 
nacherib of the victory over Hezekiah, 
found in Nineveh in 1830 and now in 
the British museum. 


I. The Situation. 
When the 
great 
Sargon died at Nineveh, the Syrian 
governments sought to assert their in- 
dependence. 
It was a good time for. 
Hezekiah also to assert his independ- 
ence. Accordingly tVey refused to pay 
the customary tribute to Assyria. 
For 
a time Sennacherib was too busy at- 
tending to other portions of the em- 
pire to pay much attention to the city 
of Jerusalem. 
Later, however, he sub- 
dued the cities on the coast and threat- 
ened Egypt itself. 


II. The 
Supplication 
( w . 
20-22). 
God does things becaAise we 
pray. 
There was more power in Hezekiah's 
prnyer than there was in his array. 
Through his prayers he laid 185,000 
of his enemies in the grave. Hezekiah's 
God saved his people out of the hand 
of Sennacherib (v. 19), God did it. One 
great reason why he heard Hezekiah's 
pra3-er was because it was for God's 
own glory that Hezekiah asked (v. 19). 
One great reason why so many of our 
pr:iyers are not answered is because 
they 
are 
selfish—seeking 
our 
own 
gratification 
and 
not 
God's 
honor 
(.Tames 4:3 
R. 
V.). 
Rending 
his 
clothes and putting on sackcloth. He- 
boid ah ^\'ent to the Aiouse of God while 
his messenfiers sought out the prophet 
isniah. 
From II Chron. 32:20 we find 
li iit Isaiah joined with Hezekiah in 
lu>- earnest prayer (Matt. 18:19, 20), 
tluis the king and prophet w^orked as 
well as prayed. 
They showed their 
faith by their work (James 2:17, 18). 
At the same time they -waited upon 
God for an answer, not because God 
was unwilling to bestow good things, 
or must be importuned, but that his 
gifts may bring the greater benefit. 
He 
sometimes 
delays 
his 
answer, 
thereby fitting us to receive them be- 
cause of the intensity of our desire 
and to appreciate the things he has 
to bestow. 
God is as ready to say to 
us as to Hezokiiih, "Thy prayer is 
heard," if we will not meet the condi- 
tions of prevailing prayer 
(I 
John 
5:22; I John 5:14; Rom. 8:26.27). 


III. God's Glorious Deliverance ( w . 
23-37). 
God permitted the Assyrians 
to attack and they thus imagined they 
were having their own will and could 
do as they pleased, but wiien his "rod" 
had done its work, they found the dif- 
ference. The God against whom they 
raved guided them as with a "bridle" 
and turned them back to Assyria. Sen- 
nacherib considered himself more than 
a match for God (Ch. 18:23-25) but 
had to return like a conquered beast 
of burden with God's "hook" in his 
nose and bridle on his lips. 
God al- 
lows the enemies of his people to go a 
certain length in order that his people 
may be hunililed and seek him. 
Then 
he puts forth his hand and says, "This 
far and no further." Jehovah gives us 
the same promise he gave Hezekiah, 
' I will defend tliis citj'." 
Is not the 
city of Jerusalem that God defends 
njoi-e safe than a city defended by an 
army? (Psa. 46:5, 6; 27:1). 
God had

perish, for In it lay the 
the world and his plans for 
the redemption of mankind. 
Not be- 
c.TUso of the people did God defend the 
city, but because of his oath. 
This is 
a 
most dramatic picture, the mys- 
terious destruction of the Assyrian i 
army (vv. 35, 36). The Lord sent hia 
angel, literally his "messenger," who 
ai)plied his own plan for the accom- 
plishment of his purpose. 


There is a sort of a grim irony in 
the ending of Sennacherib's career. He 
who had so defiantly asked, "Who are 
they among all the gods of the country 
that have delivered their country out 
of jnine hand," is led back to the hous« 
of his own god whom he imagines to 
be so potent to worship and in that 
very presence is slain by the hands of 
one of his own sons. 
The importance 
of this event is shown by the fact that 
i^4sTeferre(l to ir ihree books of the 
JBible and pri)babl> referred to anoth- 
er,- occupying seveu or eight chapters, 
besides being recorded on the great 
cylinder to which reference is made.

687,000 Men Has Been 
Issued. 


PEOMULGATED BY 


WAR DEPARTMENT 


All Remaining Preliminary 
Steps to Be Taken by 
the States. 


Washington, July 14.—An import- 
ant preliminary step towrds the organ- 
ization of 
America'» 
new national 
army was taken with the publication 
today 
of 
President 
Wilson's 
order 
drafting 687,000 
men 
into military 
service under the selective conscrip- 
tion law. The order was issued by the 
war department, together with an offi- 
cial allotment of the number of men 
to be required from each state and 
territory. 


Indiana's net quota is 17,510 men, 
being given credit for 13,461 enlist- 
ments in the guards and regulars. 


Distribution by the governors of the 
state quotas among the local exemp- 
tion districts and the great lottery to 
establish the order in which regis- 
trants are to be called into the serv- 
ice, are the only steps that remain to 
be carried out. 


The men summoned will be used to 
bring the regular army and national 
guard up to war strength and to form 
the first half million of the new army. 
The total of the three forces will be 
1,262,985 men. 
In computing the al- 
lotment required from each state the 
government gave credit for the num- 
ber of men in the national guard of 
the state and every recruit contributea 
to the regular army since April 1. 
JAPANlLlT 
PUT TROOPS ON 
RUSSJl FRONT 


Tokio, June 20.— (By mail.)—An- 
swering a question at a meeting of the 
diet. Viscount Motono 
characterized 
as untrue the report that Japan intend- 
ed to dispatch troops to Russia. 
He 
declared that the rumor was a pure 
invention and that the government had 
received no such proposal or request 
from any of the allies.

Governor Announces Find 
of Much Value in Mak- 
ing Explosives.

Washington. D. C., July 14.—Discov- 
ery in the internal revenue division 
laboratory of a procesS for manufac- 
turing glycerine from sugar was an- 
nounced today by the treasury depart- 
ment. 


Under the secret process evolved the 
cost of this substance, a hea\'y factor 
In the nranufacture of explosives, wUl 
be reduced to slightly more than one 
fourth of its present cost. 


Glycerine is at present manufactured 
almost entirely from fats, at a cost 
of ninety cents a pound, which is six 
times its cost of production before the 
war. 
Extraction of the product from 
sugar will insure production, officials 
estimate, at twenty-five cents a ponnd 
or less. 
The immense importance, of 
the discovery in conserving the fat 
supply of the nation is pointed out by 
officials, who declare that German's 
fat shortage is largely due to the use of 
fats for production of explosives. Ger- 
many has long since been forced to dis- 
continue the manufacture of soap in 
order to conserve the fats for muni- 
tions making. 


The discovery is the first to be an- 
nounced by chemists working In co- 
operation with the council of national 
defense.

New Performance at the 
White House Soon. 


Washington,

20.—Sixteen 
women sent to the workhouse for their 
part in the tumultuous suffrage de- 
monstration 
Saturday 
at the 
white 
house, accepted pardons f r o m Presi- 
dent Wilson yesterday afternoon and 
were releeased after serving two days 
of their sixty-day terms. 


The prisoners left the 
workhouse 
apparently 
without 
regret 
despite 
their previous declarations that 
they 
desireed to serve out their time with- 
out appeal or clemency. 
These asser- 
tions had led to an announcement by 
the department of justice pointing out 
that a pardon need not be accepted 
unless the prisoners desire it. 
W h e n 
the time for departure came, however, 
the women's only protest was against 
the trials they underwent during their 
detention. 


At 
headquarters 
of 
the 
women's 
party the 
sixteen 
were 
received 
as 
martyrs, and at a dinner given there in 
their honor, plans were made for con- 
tinuing the white house picketing, of 
which Saturday's demonstration was a 
part. 
A defiant statement issued 
a t 
the headquarters said the campaign to 
impress 
President 
Wilson 
and 
the 
country by parading before the white 
house 
gates 
would 
go 
on 
without 
change. 


Children Needed Care. 


The president acted a f t e r the hus- 
bands of several of the prisoners had 
interceded in their favor and a f t e r he 
had been told that some of them had 
small children a t home needing their 
care. 
Some of Mr. Wilson's friends de- 
claimed this element undoubtedly had 
been the determining influence with 
him. 
Others suggested t h a t he acted 
in the hope that pardons would minim- 
ize publicity, an avowed pai-t of the 
women's 
campaigning.

gists insisted he had become convinced 
that the country was aroused over the 
workhouse sentences. 


Every party to the incident, however, 
was left to its own speculations on the 
subject.

HEZEKIAH, THE FAITHFUL

IXSSOX TEXT-II Cnron. 30:1. 
GOLDEN TEXT-He th»t comelh ta 


Cod must believe that he la. and that he 
Is a rewarfier of them that diligently seek 
hte.— Heb. U:«- 


The reformation under Hezekiah Is 


one of the bright and attractive spots 
In the latter history of the kingdom oJ 
Israel. It ^a? a most thorough refor- 
mation ani Gcd set his seal upon It 
In many wonderful ways. Teachers 
ought to give their classes a compre- 
hensive view of all that Hereklah did, 
as recorded In II Chron., chapters 
20-32. 


I. Hezeklah's 
Proclamation, (vv. 


1-6). The proper Introduction to this 
lesson would be to return to chapter 
twenty-nine and note the restoration 
of the worship of Jehovah. 
How It 


began In one man's heart, Hezekiah; 
how he called the people to be clean 
(29:15), then called upon a cleansing 
of the house of God and its restoration 
(w. 18, 10). How he called them to 
renewed sacrifice and worship (vv. 
20. 21). The restoration of the sin- 
offering and o* the burnt-offering, and 
the result of these offerings In the Le- 
vities! music and In the worship of the 
great congregation (29, 28). The se- 
quel of song always follows and ac- 
companies a true revival of religion. 
Having consecrated themselves unto 
the Lord, Hezekiah sends out this 
proclamation. The consecration of the 
people, as referred in chapter 29, was 
Tery complete. (See vv. 31-86.) Heze- 
kiah was a man of deep discernment 
as well as of true piety. He saw the 
meaning of the sacrifice of redemption 
and put the passover forward as the 
very heart-center of the worship of 
Jehovah. (See vv. 1, 2.) Whoever un- 
flerstands the passover, understands 
God's way of salvation. (See Exodus 
12:13-23; I Cor. 5:7, 8; Rom. 3:25, 26; 
John 1 -.20.) Hezekiah did not confine 
his call to thoso of Israel alone, but 
extended it beyond its borders to those 
of Eplirmm, thus manifesting the true 
mtssionr.ry spirit. Hezekiah had am- 
ple Scriptural warrant keeping this 
passover out of its regular order (vv. 
i)-13). God is not a God of time or 
place. Wherever obedience Is possible, 
whether it be a matter of time or not, 
God approves. 
Hezekiah, however, 


did not act upon his own initiative, 
but sought counsel. (See v. 2.) The 
' man who is the most clearly led of 
God is the man who is most eager and 


. anxious to know how God is leading 


other men and will listen most patient- 
ly to their counsel. The fact that the 
people had not "gathered themselves 
msefher at Jerusalem" for a long 
pne, might linve warranted a fur- 
iV'r rtolny. Not so with this enthusl-

II. 
Hczekiah's-Exhortation (w. 7 - j 


13). 
Hoxckinli began his exhortation | 


by callins ntt»ntlou to the trespasses 
of their fathers (v. 7). At the same 
time he reminds thorn that if God gave 
them over to desolation because they | 
themselves wore stilt-nocked (v. 8) j 
and yielded uot themselves unto the | 
Lord to piitpr his sanctuary, which he j 
had sanctified unto them, they would 
come under the 
fierceness 
of God's j 


"wrath, for they had turned from the 
Lord; they had "trespassed against the 
Lord God of their fathers." Because 


' of that trespass God had "given them 


up to desolation." Literally he had 
made them "an astonishment." This 
astonishment and desolation was well 
known, "us ye see" (v. 7). Anyone 
with eyes open can see today the deso- 
lation of individuals, of families, com- 
munities and nations who trespass 
against God. For'a generation we 
have had the deity of Christ and the 
Inspiration of his Word called into 
-question and that the individual man • 
Is the dictator of his own conscience 
and life, and It is. because men have i 
departed from their faithful allegiance I 
to Jesus Christ and fail to obey his 
command, that we see the strife and 
desolation of today. 


The first departure caused people to 


be "stiff-necked" and Jehovah is call- 
Ing them to repentance, but they would 
not hear (see Ch. 36:13; Ex. 32:9; 
Rom. 10:21). In place of this "stlffi- 
neckness" of their hearts Hezekiah 
entreats them to turn again to the 
Lord and not to be stiff-necked as were 
their fathers (v. 8), that If they will 
turn again unto the Lord (v. 9) they 
will find compassion so that they shall 
again enter his gracious and merciful 
dealings. Having yielded themselves 
they were to enter Into communion 
with him and "enter into his sanctu- 
ary, which he had sanctified forever." 


They were also to serve him. Most 


blessed results were to follow for them 
and for their brethren and their chil- 
dren, but all of this bright prospect Is 
conditioned upon repentance, surren- 
der, communion and service, which Is 
based upon the fact that Jehovah "is 
gracious and merciful" (Hi. 84:6, 7: 
Ps. 86:5; Jonah .4:2; Mark 7:18) 
Then, even as now, there were those 
who would not yield themselves to 
God's 
gracious Invitation. As

The balance is large* 
ly woody fiber or cellulose, fruit sugar 
and minerals. There is no nutriment

and a mechanical stimulation .to tha 
movement of the digestive organs. 


Eat fruit every day. 
Canned friiita 


are good. Cooked fruit is often better 
than dubious fresh fruit; but some 
fresh fruit is essential. 


Vegetables are among the most val- 


uable foods 
we have. 
As age ad- 


vances the consumption of flesh foods 
should be decreased and that of fruits 
and vegetables, 
especially those of 


bulky character and low food value, 
such as lettuce, tomatoes, carrots, tur- 
nips, oyster 
plant, 
celery, parsnips, 


should be increased. 


Most Americans eat too much meat 


and flesh foods, the principal foods 
furnishing protein (meat is a concen- 
trated form of protein.) 
According 


to what are regarded as the best in- 
vestigations, protein should be gen- 
erally about 10 per cent., of the total 
number of calories, or heat units, con- 
sumed. 


When protein is taken in excess of 


the body's needs added work is given 
the liver and kidneys. .Furthermore, 
flesh foods in abundance produce an 
excess of acids, tend to putrlfaction 
and contain elements which produce 
uric acid. 


Some hard foods are necessary _ to 


eating for efficiency. 
They requiring 


chewing, which is good for the teeth 
and insures the flow of saliva and g*s- 
trlc juice. 
Then there are certain small com- 


iponents called 
vitamins 
which are 


' diminished in foods in. the cookin,, 
process. These vitamins are very im- 
portant to the well, being, of .the bociy- 
They are found in the skin of coating 
of grains, in the yolk of eggs, In ra\v 
milk, fresh fruit and vegetables- Oth- 
er necessary substances, lipoids, are 
also known to be necessary to growtn 
and health. 


Try-to have some bulky food, some 


raw food, some whole cereal, some 
fruit and some milk In your .diet each 
day and you need not worry about 
vitamins or lipoids. Let the family be 
weighed occasionally—twice a month 
if possible. If they are above average 
weight for ace and height, they need 
less fuel (sugar, starches, fats;) « 
below average and losing they need 
more fuel. 


Bat high protein foods (meat, fish, 


fowl, eggs) only once a day in mod- 
erate amount. Have one or two meat- 
less days a week.

findings of a conference just held here 
between wholesale poultry distribu- 
tors and officials of the department of 
agriculture. Both parties to the con- 
ference say that more poultry should 
be eaten when the facts are under- 
stood by the consumer; and an In- 
creased use of poultry now, In the 
opinion of the department, will tend 
to conserve other meats which are of 
more importance to Americans and 
their allies in Europe. The retailers, 
as well as wholesalers, 
it is pointed 


out, should aid in relieving the con- 
gestion. 


Broiling chickens are 
especially 


. abundant and those of prime quality 


sold in June on the wholesale market 
in New York at an average price of 
22 cents a pound. A year before the 
average price was 27 cents during the 
same month. 
There 
are unusually 


heavy'holdings of dressed poultry in 
cold storage. Unless these stocks are 
moved quickly, farmers who have in- 
creased this year's flocks in response 
to a patriotic appeal -will not have nor- 
mal marketing conditions when their 
surplus comes on the market. 


The parties to the conference agreed 


that the storage supplies of poultry in 
the summer of 1916 were unusually 
low because of small original holdings 
and large export demands. This re- 
sulted in unusually high prices to pro- 
ducers during the fall and winter of' 
1916. 
The supply was unexpectedly 


heavy and large stocks were stored af 
high costs. Then export demands fell 
off the wave of economy affected the 
home demand, and the storage stocks 
moved slowly. The net result, accord- 
ing to the department, is that almost 
everybody ought to enjoy chicken din- 
ners now at decidedly reduced prices, 
and without a feeling that they are 
using up needed meat supplies. 
In 


short it is said to depend on the re- 
tailers whether cheaper chickens will 
be available.

Increase Yield by Spraying 


for Late Blight and 


Beetles. 


Washington, D. C., July 13.—This 


year no grower in the northern states 
should overlook the chance to increase 
the potato crop by spraying, which is 
good insurance against a short crop, 
says the tJnited States department of 
agriculture. 
Every year the potato 


yield is reduced by preventable dis- 
eases and insect pests; yet it may be 
increased as shown by the fact that 
sprayed potato crops in Vermont, for 
example, have produced on the aver- 
age 105 more bushels to the acre than 
unsprayed crops over a period of 21 
years. 


Get Insects untl Diseases, Too. 
Bordeaux mixture with lead arse- 


nate added will prevent late blight and 
get the potato bug, or Colorado beetle, 
also. The mixture should be applied 
every two weeks, though the interval | 
may be longer if the weather is dry 
and no insects are present. With the 
approach of the late 
blight season, 


after the middle of Ju.ly, a thorough 
protective spraying should be given. 
Cool, wet weather means trouble, ac- 
cording to the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. Continued show- 
ers and 
an 
average 
temperature 


around 73 degrees call for'sprays once 
a week, or even every five days. 


Kinds of Sprnyers. 


For home 
gardens, small 
hand 


sprayers will do. For the farm po- 
tato patch, where from one-half acre 
to three acres are grown and where 
there are orchard trees or small fruits 
to be sprayed, a barrel spray pump is 
recommended. 
This hand pump is 


mounted on a 50-eallon 
barrel and 


carried on a home-made, two-wheel 
cart or. in a farm wagon. If a cart is 
used, the nozzle may be fastened to 
the back to spray four rows, but to 
do good work with this as with the 
lighter traction sprayers, it is neces- 
sary to go twice over the field, the 
aecond time coming back in the op- 
posite direction. More thorough work 
:an be done by hand spraying if-the 
pump is fitted with one or two lines of 
one-half inch hose, 
twenty-five feet 


long, ending in a four-foot, gas pipe 
sxtension. This requires a man lor 
each line and one to pump. 


Commercial growers should provide 


themselves with the 
most effective 


traction sprayer 
they can get. In 


these the pump is operated by a chain 
or gear drive from the wheels. 
It 


pays to get the best, as a pressure of 
from 120 to 150 pounds is needed. 


A good nozzle is one of the most 


important parts of a spray outfit. The

Bordeaux mixture is made with cop- 


per sulph.ite, 4 pounds; quicklime. 4 
pounds, and water to make 50 gallons. 
Suspend the copper 
sulphate in a 


gunnysack in a' clean barrel containing 
several gallons of water. 
It should 


hang so as to be just below the sur- 
face of the water. When the sulphate 
IK dissolved, which requires from three 
to four hours, remove the sack and | 
stir Into the barrel enough additional 
water to make exactly 25 gallons of 
the copper solution. Prepare the lime 
by slaking it slowly and thoroughly in 
a clean barrel, strain, and add enough 
additional wator to make exactly 25 
gallons of lime milk. Stir thoroughly. 
It is highly important to strain both 
ngredients before they are combined,' 
as otherwise clogging 
of the spray 


nozzles might result. 
Use copper or 


bronze wire strainer of 18 meshes to 
the inch. 


Pour the two ingredients together 


into another barrel, or better, directly 
into the spray tank, if it will hold 50 
gallons. 
After the two solutions are 


combined stir the mixture very thor- 
oughly. Do not put copper sulphate 
or Bordeaux mixture into tin or iron 
vessels; use wood or copper contain- 
ers. Mix the Bordeaux UK needed and 
apply at once. 
It is never so good 


after it has settled. 


Stock Solutions. 


. Everyone who uses Bordeaux mix- 
ture frequently and in quantity will 
find it 
convenient to 
keep concen- 


trated stock 
solutions on hand, as 


these keep indefinitely if the water 
which evaporates is replaced. 


Build an elevated platform to hold 


the barrels. 
Some time before the 


day you wish to commence spraying, 
suspend 50 pounds of coppel sulphate 
to dissolve in a 50-gallon bacrel of 
water. 
Slake 50 pounds of lime in 


another barrel and add water to make 
50 gallons of lime milk. When Bor- 
deaux-mixture is needed stir both stock 
barrels and take from each as many 
gallons as the formula calls for in 
pounds. Dilute the copper sulphate 
in one barrel and the lime milk in an 
other, each with half the water, and 
let the two 
run together 
into the 


strainer of the spray tank. Add the 
arsenate of lead or other poison, and 
stir well because thorough agitation 
is most impoi-tant in making a good 
Bordeaux mixture.

Amer- 
ica has no method of informing these 
people what is expected of them or of 
the changes in these expectations from 
day tq day. It Is estimated that 25 per 
cent of alien workmen are employed 
every day hunting jobs or exchanging 
jobs.

Straus, of Ligonier, Ind., director, anc 
himself a member of the state counci 
of defense, announces that there is 
absolutely nothing of a "draft" nature 
In the enrollment of boys between 1 
and 21 years of age. The entire pro 
ceeding is voluntary, based upon a de 
Eire to be of service -tq the countr 
during the period of the war. 


"Boys are not permitted to remain i 


the organization against their parent 
iwiahes, Mr. Straus says. 


"Signing a card obligates the bo 


only so long as his parents are willing 
that he should help make up for the 
man-power withdrawn by federal con- 
scription. The parents' request that he 
be released is all that Is required to 
secure a member's discharge from the 
reserves.

materials. It means a lot of work, but 
it is work that can be done at odd 
hours and moments, and work that 
will pay tremendous dividends, not 
only as a war measure, but conceiva- 
bly for all time, for if we once jet the 
habit of making full use of our avail- 
able manure supply we are not likely 
to lapse into the old, wasteful ways 
ugain. 


"The cheapest and best way to han- 


dle manure, where convenient, is to 
haul it to the field and spread it daily, 
or at least every two or three days. 
In this way, if plenty of 'bedding be 
used, practically all the valuable con- 
stituents of the manure are saved, 
since leasing after the manure is on 
arable land merely serves to put the 
fertilizing materials where they ought 
to be. In this way, too, loss through 
heating, or "fire-fanging," is avoided. 


An Ideal Way. 


"Many farmers, however, are not so 


situated as to make it profitable for 
them to handle manure in this way. 
For such farmers the concrete manure 
pit offers an ideal way of saving ma- 
nure. Such a pit need not entail great 
expense. A pit 3 feet deep, 12 feet 
long and 6 feet wide, with walls and 
floors 5 inches thick, 'will serve the 
needs of the average farm. In ground 
that does not cavo in, only an inside 
form will be needed for such a pit, 
except where the concrete extends a 
few inches above the ground to pre- 


ent flooding by surface water. The 
floor should be reinforced with woven 
wire fencing, put in after about two 
nches of cement has been laid, the 
section of fencing being cut long 
enough to bend up a few inches at 
either end into the side walls. 
When 


the reinforcing has been put in, the 
remaining three inches of the floor is 
laid, and the forms for the side walls 
set up and used immediately. Use one 
part cement, two of sand, and four of 
screened gravel. A pit of this kind is 
large enough to hold the accumulation 
o£ manure on the average farm until 
such a time as it can be hauled con- 
veniently to the field and spread. 


Paved Feeding Lot 


"Another good way to save nmnure, 


especially in the case of hogs or of heef 
cattle, is to have a concrete paved feed 
lot, preferably under a shed roof. .Where 
the farmer cannot afford a paved floor, a 
jheap open feeding shed may be jnade to 
serve the purpose very well, if abundant 
bedding is used to absorb the valuable 
liquid manure. In such a feeding lot or 
shed the mav.re is allowed to 
gather 


under the feet of the animals, each day's 
bedding being strewn over the 
wel
